EL PASO, Tex., March 30.—The story 
of the mysterious disappearance of the 
little Stevens child from E! Paso over six 
years ago, the discovery of her in In- 
diana a few days ago, and the last chap- 
ter enacted today when the child, now a 
well grown girl, was restored to her 
. mother, is a more romantic episode than 
could be found in the world of fiction. 

A telegram received last Monday con- 
taining the tidings that the child had been 
found at Danville, Ind., and requesting 
the details of her disappearance first 
brought the story to the public mind 
again. Several people who remembered 
the circumstances were found and the de- 
tails of the story’ was published last Mon- 
day. Mrs. Anna Stevens, the mother, who 
has been living in Mexico for several 
years, was informed by wire of the find- 
ing of her daughter and yesterday ar- 
rived in El Paso. In the meantime a 
county peace officer who had gone East 
on official business was delegated to bring 
the child to E! Paso and she arrived here 

this morning. 

The girls full name is May Carrie 
Stevens. She is a well grown, finely formed 
girl, and though only 11 years of age looks 
to be full two years older. She was neatly, 
even préttily, dressed in a large felt red hat 
trimmed with ribbons of the same color, a 
dress of some dark mater al, and smart 
woolen jacket. Her face is not only a pret- 
ty one but its expression denotes’ intelil- 
gence and good nature In sheet, she has 
all the evidences of a child who has been 
well trained, well nurtured, and kindly 
treated. Hier attitude toward her mother 
was that of one who would be affectionate 
but had not quite accustomed herself to 
the changed conditions of her life. 

Mre. Stevens if a weo)l-appearing woman, 
with regular, handsome features. fn 
sponse to the request for a detailed 
count of the disappearance of her daugh- 
ter and the facts surrounding the cave, 
she told the following story:

AUSTIN, Tex., March 30.—By an unusual 
bill introduced in the Senate a strange story 
of youthful love, culminating in an elope- 
ment, and the determined effort of parents 
to thwart the will of the two daring chil- 
dren, is made public. 

The bill—the first of its kind ever intro- 
duced into a legislature in Texas—pro- 
vides for the annulment of the marriage of 
Frank and Bertie Williams, Its author is 
Senator Grinnan.

They are not parties to the appeal 
to the legislature, and nothing would please 
them better than to be allowed to live to- 
gether. But the bride’s parents, Mr. and 
Mrs. J. T. Green of Brown County, are de- 
termined that the marriage shall be an- 
nulled, and have taken this unusual meth- 
od to accomplish their purpose.

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DESTRUCTION OF THE JEFFERSON 
HOTEL IN RICHMOND. 


VALUABLE MARBLES BURNED 


All the Guests Got Out in Safety With 


the Exception of One Whose 
Was Broken. 


RICHMOND, Va., March 80.—The mag- 
nificent Jefferson Hotel, one of the most 
imposing buildings in Richmond, was 
swept out of existence by fire this morn- 
ing. All that remains of the magnificent 
structure, which was built and furnished 
at a cost of over $1,000,000, are the two 
clock towers and part of the court front- 
ing on Franklin street. The fire was dis- 
covered near midnight high up in the main 
street portion of the building and was not 
at first considered serious. The hofel ap- 
paratus svas brought into play, but the 
hose burst. The flames spread rapidly and 
mesengers were sent through the bullding 


to awaken guests, many of whom had to be 
dragged out of bed. There was a.general 
rush toward the Franklin street part. The 
department worked hurriedly but under 
the test difficulty outs to the height 
of the building. In t ranklin street 
sedtion were a number of very valuable pic- 
t 8 and Valentine's marble statue of 
Jefferson. 

The statue was saved, minus the head, 
and the pictures were gotten out, as was 
much of the drapery and furniture. All the 
guests got out safely. Mr. Richards, a trav- 
eling man of Danvilie, Va., was the only 
guest hurt. He fell down a flight of stairs 
and broke his leg. A boy named Robert- 
son is missing. It is feared he was caught 
in the burning building. Severai firemen 
were more or less injured, but none seri- 
ously. 

The insurance on the building Is about 
$650,000. It is not yet known whether the 
hotel will be rebuilt. The Jefferson was 
opened about six vears ago and was one 
of the finest hostelries in the South. It oc- 
cupied a full half block and was regarded 
as practically fireproof. The fife originated 
in the linen room, supposedly from a defec- 
tive electric wire. Many of the guests lost 
their baggage.

THE PROFIT IS VERY LARGE 


It Does Not Hurt the Trees for Lum- 
ber if They Are Felled the First 


S Season. 


JACKSON, March 30.—An interesting ac- 
count of the growth of the turpentine in- 
dustry along the line of the Gulf and Ship 
Island Railroad is given by a Jackson 
wholesale man who has just returned from 
& business trip through that section. Ac- 
cording to him, the number of stills is con- 
Stantly on the increase, and it will not take 
long for the business of manufacturing tur- 
pentine and rosin to assume such great 
proportions that it will be an important 
industry In that section. One year ago, 
between Hattlesburg and Jackson, before 
the completion of the Gulf and Ship Island 
to this point, there were not over two stiils 
worth mentionirg, and now there are at 
least a dozen located aiong the line and its 
branches... South of Hattiesburg, along the 
old line of road, the industry is also look- 
ing up considerably. Nearly every new 
enterprise that is being organized in that 
section has a provision authorizing the run- 
ning of a turpentine still In connection with 
the regular business. 

The average output of a still between 
here and Hattiesburg is, he says, between 
600 and 750 barrels of spirits of turpentine 
and five times that number of barrels of 
rosin, this being the proportion between 
the two products. At the present prices a 
barrel of the spirits sells for $18 and a bar- 
rel of the rosin for $2, prices which make 
the output of the stills very valuable. These 
figures represent the output of an ordinary 
still, but there are several along the line 
which will produce double the amount. 
There is one at Mount Olive which is ex- 
pected this year to turn out 1200 barrels of 
spirits and 6000 barrels of rosin, The chief 
expense of running a atill is the lease or 
purchase of the timber, which must be 
cut in order to ‘get the rosin. The large 
lumbermen claim that it injures the trees 
and renders them unfit for lumber purpo- 
ses. The best opinion, however, seems to 
be that if the trees are cut for lumber the 
feason after they are tapped for rosin the 
process does not alter their availability for 
the lumber market. In spite of this oppo- 
sition on the part of the larger lumbermen, 
the industry continues to increase.

TWO MEN HAVE BEEN CONVICTED 
AS “ACCESSORIES.”

The Alleged Slayer of Prof. White. Al- 
though Apparently Healthy, 
Has Thrice Been Reported 
Too Ill for Trial. 


PHILADELPHIA, March 30.—That the 


commonwealth of Pennsylvania is afraid 
to push the charge of murder against 
Amos Sterling seems to be proved by the 
facts now before the court. The county au- 
thorities have appeared before the judges 
three times with doctors’ certificates setting 
forth that Sterling is too ill to stand trial. 
The last certificate was filed today. 

Sterling says he is in perfect health, and 
that the authorities dare not let his case 
come to trial. A more remarkable condi- 
tion of affairs does not appeaf on the crim- 
inal records of the country. 

Two men have been sentenced to death 
for the murder of Roy Wilson White, a 
professor of the University of Pennsyiva- 
nia. They were convict®d solely because 
they were with the man who struck the 
fatal blows. The commonwealth never 
claimed that either of these men actually 
killed Prof. White, but introduced a chain 
of circumstantial evidence tending to prove 
that Amos Sterling committed the murder 
and that these two men, Henry Ivory and 
Charles Perry, were with him at the time. 

The murder was committed on the night 
of May 19, 1990. A general ‘‘round-up’’ 
was ordered and nearly 100 suspects were 
arrested within 24 hours. Sterling was ar- 
rested a week after the murder. Fvery and 
Perrv were arrested on May 21. 

Ivory was tried first and convicted of 
murder in the first degree. The district 
attorney, in his argument, and the judge. 
in his charge, called attention to the fact 
that the commonwealth charged Ivory oaly 
with having been with the actual murderer 
at the time of the crime, and the judge 
said that the verdict must be murder in 
the first degree if the Jury believed Ivory to 
have been present in the capacity of an 
accessory. 

The verdict was rendered in three hours. 
The witnesses who convicted Ivory ap- 
peared against Perry, and his conviction 
was only a matter of hours. 

The trial of Sterling, who was always 
charged with having actually committed 
the murder, was scheduled for the day 
following the conviction of Perry. 

The court was In session; Sterling was in 
the dock and the case was actually ur.der 
way when the district attorney suddenly 
moved for a continuance. He made no 
public explanation then and has since made 
none. 

Sterling grinned in his face and said: 

‘Guess vou have heard that I was with 
Buffalo Bill in Harrisburg that night.” 

Three times since that scene the case 
against Sterling has been scheduled for trial 
and three times has the district attorney 
produced certificates from the county pris- 
on physician setting forth that Sterling Is 
too ill to stand trial. Sterling seems to be 
quite as well today as he was the day he 
was.committed to prison and his friends as- 
‘gett’ fn plain English that the authorities 
aré afraid to proceed. : 

Ivory and Perry regard thelr conviction 
as a huge joke, both of them seeming to 
have positive assurance that they will never 
be hanged. Here is a proposition in law and 
in fact credited to Ivory: 

“IT was convicted because I was with 
Sterling when he murdered Prof. White. 
That's the way the judge explained it. 
White was murdered in Philadelphia at a 


} time when Sterling claims he was in Har- 


risburg, 100 miles away. If I was with Ster- | 
ling then I was in Harrisburg. Now, that 
they have proved that I was with Sterling 
and have convicted me of murder, what are 
they going to do when Sterling proves that 
he was 100 miles away at the time the mur- 
der was done? I'll never hang; I'll tell you 
that.’’ 

The case promises to become a matter of 
national importance, as it involves a point 
in criminal law that has never been tested | 
before the highest courts.

tances in the solar system. 

Mr. Cox proposes applying his knowledge 
of physics to the solution of the great 
problem of. computing Interstellar dis- 
tances. It will be the first time, he says, 
that scientists have attempted to use elec- 
tricity in their efforts at computing these 
measurements. Mr. Cox holds that his 
method will work out as accurately as the 
electrical instruments now compute dis- 
tances on the earth's surfacé. 

Mr. Cox's discovery wvuld utilize elec- 
trical instruments for computing inter- 
Stellar distances, but with a system never 
heretofore emp'loyed or suggested in elec- 
trical computation. 

It is a well-known fact that electricians 
are now able to compute eleccrical measure- 
ments to the one-billionth part of a unit 
and Mr. Cox holds that the delicacy of 
electrical instruments has been perfected to 
such a degree that it is high time they 
Should be utilized to catch and record the 
magnetic waves coming from sister plane- 
tary bodies. 

His proposition, in brief, is to catch these 
wave signais and record them even more 
accurately than it would be possible for 
light waves to be recorded from the stars. 

“Ot what does vour means of mcasure- 
ment consist?’ was asked. 

“My means of measurement would be 
both electrical and optical, with a view 
of establishing a fix Standard of meas- 
urement—a ort of unit for determining 
the exact relationship of bodies. in space.” 

“What suggested this means to you?’’

Hulk of Ill-Fated Steamer 
Has Disappeared. 


EXPERTS ARE DUMBFOUNDED 


VESSEL WENT DOWN ON THE 
ROCES VERY NEAR SHORE. 


Bed of Golden Gate Has Been Searched 
but Not a Trace of the Ship Has 


3 Been Found. 


SAN FRANCISCO, March 30.—As remark- 
able and as mysterious as the wrecking of 
the Pacific Mall steamer Rio de Janéiro at 
the entrance of the Golden Gate has been 
her disappearance from the bottom of the 
sea. 

Divers have explored the sea floor in the 
region where the steamer: was supposed 


to have sunk, and have searched far and 
wide for the wreck. 

The steamer struck on a rock on Feb. 
22 and went down with the greatest nuni- 
ber of her passengers and crew. Her pilot, 
who escaped to the shore, was sure he could 
locate the wreck, but when divers went 
down in the place he had designated they 
found a rock, but no sunken steamer. 
There was a thick fog when the veszol 
sank, but it was thought that she chen 
was between Fort Point and Mile Rocx, 
just outside the Golden Gate. 

In fact, no one had any doubt of it. But 
as the exploration of the bottom of tha 
sea at the entrance of the harbor proceed- 
ed week after week by soundings and py 
divers and still no wreck was found, tha 
affair began to assume the proportions of 
a big mystery. The Pacific Mail Steam- 
ship Co. offered a reward of $1000 for the 
location of the wreck, and besides the div- 


have been searching for the lost vessel. 


There is something weird in the loss of 
a great steamer at the very mouth of a 
populous harbor and her apparently sailing 
away through the ocean depths ta the port 
of the missing ships. Besides the boats sent 
out by the company to sound for the Rio 
and the divers to hunt the bottom for her, 
two ships of the United States Coast Sur- 
vev have taken a hand in the search, and 
some remarkable deep-sea diving has been 
done by a party of Japanese. 

Some of the divers have been down 25 
fathcnrfs, and remained at that depth for 20 
minutes—a feat which probably never has 
been performed before. They explored the 
bottom all around where the pilot declared 
that the ship had sunk, but found no trace 
of her. 

These Japanese divers came up from 
Point Lobos, Carmel Bay,MontereyCounty, 
where they have been diving for abaione, 
a kind of shellfish, the body of which Is 
dried and used for food, and of the shell 
are made buttons and ornaments. They 
yald their own expenses, to show the Amer- 
icans how expert they were, and have suc- 
ceeded in winning much admiration for 
their work. 

The Pacific Mail Co. placed buoys mark- 
ing the place where they thought the sunk- 
en steamer lay. and all the bottom under 
the space marked by these buoys was gone 
over thoroughly, but without any results. 
One diver walked for three-quarters of a 
mile on the floor of the Golden Gate with- 
out finding any trace of the lost ship. 


Japanese Diver Went 
Down Sixteen Fathoms. 
A Japanese diver went down in 16 fathoms 
of water about half a mile from the Fort 


Point Barracks and walked out to sea, the 
barge with the air-pumps, etc., floating 
after him as he walked, until the lead gave 
26 fathoms of water. Heretofore it has been 
received as an axiom in div'ng that no diver 
could descend deeper than 25 ia.homs on ac. 
count of the enormous pressure to which 
he would be subjected at a greater depth. 
This performance of the Japanese diver, 
however, has overturned previous theories. 
After reaching this great depth he walked 
in a circle over half a mile in dlameter back 
to the starting point. He was down 20 min- 
utes, and the circle he described coveren 
the very spot where the Rio would have 
been had she gone on the Fort Point rocks, 
as she was supposed to have done. It 
seemed clear that the steamer had not 
struck on those rocks, and if she had not 
hit them, what did she hit and where? 
The wonder and the mystery deepened with 
each unsuccessful attempt to find the sunk- 
en steamer, and all sorts of wild theories 
have been advanced as to the cause of her 
disappearance. 

An exploration of the bottom of the sea 
one-eighth of a mile to the southwest of 
the red buoy. off Fort Point also failed to 
reveal the whereabouts of the wreck, al- 
though this was the place where the peo- 

le of the lif-saving station were sure the 

io had sunk. They seemed to have been 
as much in error as the pilot in regard to 
the steamer’s place of sinking. A reef was 
found there, lane which the pilot worked 
his way. but he saw no signs of any wreck. 

A point almost two miles from Fort 
Point was tried, and the diver, after he had 
been down a few moments, came up and 
reported that the current ran so strong 
that it was Impossible to stand up against 
‘it. A heavy anchor was tied to his legs 
‘and he went down again. When he came 
'up the second time he said there was no 
'wreck in that place. Other places were 
‘tried, with Ike results, until it would seem 
that every foot of the bottom near the en- 
trance of the Golden Gate had been ex- 
plored. The most expert divers that could 
be procured have been tried, and careful 
'soundings taken all over the region, but 
no results were obtained.

COUNT TO BE MADE TODAY 


ENUMERATORS WILL GO FORTH 
ALL OVER THE EMPIRE. 


Every Subject of King Edward Will 
Be Counted, but the Government 
Will Not Get the Figures 
Until 1905. 


LONDON, March 30.—Tomorrow the cen- 


sus of the subjects of King Edward VII in ' 


all parts of the world will be taken. The 
magnitude of the task will be appreciated 
when it is pointed out that the work en- 
tails the numbering of probably more than 
386,000,000 people, and that it has to be ac- 
complished within the space of 24 hours. 

The English government is of the opinion 
that a census, in order to be accurate, must 
be taken simultaneously, since any enum- 
eration extending over a space of time, 
even were it only two days, must neces- 
sarily be inaccurate. The returns of this 
census of the British Empire will show 
with exactness the number of British sub- 
jects on a given day. 

Tie labor entailed is arduous enough in 
the United Kingdom. But it is immeasur- 
ably more difficult in such a country as 
India, where the enumerators are confront- 
ed by all sorts of obstacles in connection 
with questions of caste. In many dis- 
tricts the natives are so alarmed by the 
curiosity shown by the government in this 
affair that they betake themselves to the 
mountain fastnesses and jungles, going to 
the length of killing all their dogs lest the 
barking of the animals should betray their 
whereabouts to the census man. 


First Imperial Census 

Was Taken in 1871. 
The first so-called imperial census—that 
is to say, the enumeration of tke population 
of the whole of the British Empire—took 


place in 1871, and the work was accom- 
plished in one day, namely, April 3 Of 
course, only the actual count was com- 
pleted on that day. For naturally the filing 
of the returrs. the entering of the latter 
upon the books, the compilation of the fig- 
ures, the Statistical divisions and subdivi- 
sions, take a much longer time, and, judg- 
ing by experience in the past, the complete 
report of the census will not be ready for 
presentation to Parliament until tate in the 
year 1906. 

In view of the fact that it was only last 
year that the census was: taken of the 
population of the United States, there are 
many who will be interested to learn some- 
thing of the methods by which the popula- 
tion is numbered in the British Empire. 

The local government board, which, in 
spite of its peculiar name, is an important 
department of the state, its president hav- 
ing a seat in the Cabinet, has supreme con- 
trol of the census, and presents the final 
reports on the subject to Parliament. The 
executive of the local gover ent board, in 
so far as the ce | Great Britain 
is concerned, is the registrar-general, who 
has under his immediate orders some 600 
superintendent Na about 3000 regis- 
trars and about 40,000:enumerators. 


Enumerators Receive 
Eight Dollars All Told. 

The local registrars of births and deaths 
appoint the enumerators and each enumer- 
ator left yesterday schedules prepared for 
the purpose by the local government board 


with every occupant of a house or of any 
part of a house. Each enumerator is sup- 
posed to cover in this way an average of 
2) houses, or 300 families, in towns and 
cities. In the rural districts the terr:tory 
is divided in such a fashion as to give the 
enumerator about 15 miles of walking or 
driving on the census day. 

Tomorrow the enumerator will call at the 
various houses where he left the scheduies 
yesterday, and will collect them. If tle 
householder has failed to fill them o it, 
either through neglect or ignorance, it will 
be the duty of the enumerator to fill the 
paper according to the information opn- 
tained from the householder. Having ec] 
lected all the schedules within his district 
the enumerator has to copy the contents 
thereof into his enumeration book. whica 
he then presents along with the schedules 
to the local registrar. 

For this work, which entails about four 
days of arduous labor, he receives an aver- 
age pay of about $8 all told, and it wi) 
readily be understood that under the cir- 
cumstances the class of men from -rhom 
theenumeratorsare recruited are,as was ad- 
mittod in the course of a recent par.iamen- 
tary inquiry into the subject, “a rather 
poor lot.” 


All Government Offices 
Aid in the Work. 

Virtually the enumerators are the only 
census officials who are paid for the work 
For the superintendent registrars and the 
local registrars of births and deaths are 


permanent officials, subject to the regis- 
trar-general’s department, and when they 
are appointed it is thoroughly understood 
that the decennial! census work is included 
among their duties.

the dependencies of Great Britain. 

A notable fact in connection with the 
census work in India is that those em- 
ployed in connection therewith receive no 
pay for their labor. They are mainly re- 
cruited from the English and native gov- 
ernment officials. But a considerable pro- 
portion of the enumerators are private git!- 
zens—natives, of course—who are com- 
pelled to undertake the work under a pen- 
alty of 50 rupees in the case of refusal.

Conflict of Catholic and Civil Law in 
Quebec Settled in the Civil 
Courts. 


MONTREAL, Marach 30.—Judge Archi- 
bald today dismissed the action of the for- 
mer secretary of the lieutenant-governor uf 
the Province of Quebec, named Delpit, who 
asked to have his marriage annulled after 
having lived seven years with his wife and 
after she had borne him children, The 
ground upon which he based his action was 
that though Catholics they were married 
by a Protestant clergyman, therefore there 
really existed no marriage.

For many years Alfred Hallenbeck was a 
familiar figure in upper Broadway. His 
gambling establishment was of the exclu- 
sive sort, and was one of the finest in the 
city. His friends were gentlemen. and he 
Was often entertained by men who knew 
nothing of his calling. 

When the reform administration made 
ans almost an unknown art in New 

ork, Hallenbeck's house was not molested. 
Night after night a quiet game was in 
progress there for high stakes. With the 
city ‘“‘wide open" Hallenbeck did not change 
his methods. He did not want the patron- 
age of the rabble. Men who had money 
to burn at the altar of fortune, and who 
were not afraid of fire. received welcome 
at Hallenbeck's after they had been intro- 
duced properly and had been vouched for.

Each 
trade has had several meetings, with the 
object of taking steps to petition the min- 
ister of finance to increase the duty on 
those articles. Signs are not wanting that 
Herr Miquel will accede to their request. 

American locomotives are to be introduced 
in Germany on a large scale. A year ago 
the Bavarian government, dissatisfied with 
the locomotives supplied to the state rail- 
ways, ordered three sample goods locomo- 
tives from American firms. Not only these, 
but the engines for passenger trains also 
have given satisfaction to the Bavarian 
Railway. 

The ministry is now negotiating with gev- 
eral leading American manufacturers for 
further supplies of American engines. They 
are found to be chearer, of better workman. 
ship and more durable than the German 
locomotives. 

The Prussian railway minister still ad- 
heres to engines of German make, but 
among his subordinates there is a strong 
feeling that the department would be bet- 
ter served by American engines. 

In Berlin offe sees almost exclusively 
American-built electric cars. The cities of 
Cologne, Hamburg, Munich and Dresden 
are about to follow the example of Berlin, 
and have invited tenders from American 
houses. 

The Americanization of Germany is no- 
ticeable also in other respects. Bome few 
years ago it was the German's ambition 
to be dressed like an Englishman. The 
Righest recommendation German tailors can 
now have is that they cut out their clothes 
American fashion, and that their cutter 
learned the business in New York. Two 
leading tailors in Berlin sport the stars 
and stripes on their signboards as evi- 
Gence of their claim that they cut their 
clothes in the genuine New York atyle. 
But, more than anything else, American 
boots are overrunning the Fatherland. Ev- 
ery Boot store which wishes to be thought 
respectable and up-te-date advertises Amer- 
fcan-madé shoes, which are now being 
Closely imitated or counterfeited by the 
German manufacturers.

Edison and Tesla Subject of 
Criticism. 


PROMISE MUCH AND DO LITTLE 


HEAD OF CREUSOT WORES CALLS 
THEM “CHEEKY PRETENDERS.” 


Edison’s Phonograph a “Chance Dis- 
covery’’—Tesla Ridiculed for His 
“Messages to Mars’”’—‘‘Lights 
Without Wires” and 
Much Else.

PARIS, March w.—The Post-Dispatch 
correspondent tnterviewed Eugene Schneid- 
er, head of the Creusot Iron Works, the 
most important rail, locomotive and gun 
factory in France, about Thomas Edison’s 
new claim that he has discovered a process 
which will blast America’s steel supremacy. 
This process has created great excitement 
here and in England lately, because if Mr. 
Edison could really separate hematite from 
magnetite, converting the former into Bea- 
semer steel, enormous European ore depos- 
its now unprofitable would yield richly. 

Mr. Schneider and his chief engineer ex- 
pressed themselves skeptically regarding 
the new discovery. Mr. Schneider said: 

“What is the use of discussing Mr. Edl- 
son’s advertising dreams? He has no special 
knowledge of metallurgy, and the problems 
he claims to have solved have engrossed 
scientists all over the world. 

“Let Edison occasionally do what he 
claims he can do and then we will be will- 
ing to give him attention. But Edison's tac- 
tics, like Tesla’s, consist of finding what 
difficult thing puzzles scientists and an- 
nouncing that their own genius is about to 
solve it, but when the time comes neither 
realizes his glowing promises. 

“Let it be said once and for all, that real 
scientists all over the wvurid consider Edi- 
son and Tesla a pair of humbugs. 

“What has Edison discovered except the 
phonograph, which was a chance discovery 
and not the result of scientific perspicacity. 
Not electrical incandescence, for that was 
really invented in Germany, nor the bio- 
graph, which was discovered here by Lu- 
miere, nor anything of real importance. 

“On the other hand, has Tesla destroyed 
the Spanish fleet, as promised, or telé- 
phoned across the ocean, or lighted houses 
without wires, or entered into communica- 
tion with the planet Mars? 

“It is a perfect wonder that the Amer- 
ican public, with ita quick sense of humor, 
has not long ago shamed these two cheeky 
pretenders into silence.”’

NEW YORK, March 30.—In a lecture be- 
fore the New York School of Medicine. Dr, 
D. Crothers of Hartford, Conn., 
characterized cocainism as one of the three 
gteat scourges of the world, alcoholism and 
morphinism being the other two. 

Custom house reports, the lecturer said. 
show an enromous increase recently in the 
importation of this drug, and not more than 
one-sixtieth part of what is now sold is used 
for legitimate pu s. The vice of cocain- 
ism is spreading alarmingly amang the poor 
as Well as the rich as the drug is becoming 

rall the time. A one ounce package, 
which less than five years ago. cost about 
$6. can now be purchased for 75 cents. 

One result of this cheapening is that the 
cocaine habit is becoming common amon 
trampe and paupers as well as business an 
professional men. It is no longer an aristo- 
eratic vice, if it ever was. In New Orleans 
and other parts of the South and West the 
drug is freely bought in five-cent packages. 

Dr. Crothers fegards the use of the drug, 
even as a local anesthetic for surgical pur- 
nee as exceedingly dangerous, especially 

cases where the subsequent reaction is 
dharecterised by headache, lassitude and 
depression. Yet its use in surgery is be- 
; very common. The lecturer also 
recated the fact that many ular pro- 
etary remedies contain cocaine in large 


re ts. 

ft is almost a specific for catarrhal trou- 

bles, and though using it as a ren-edial 
nt unconsciously many persons, 

charmed with its speedy and delightful re- 

suits, become addicted to it habitually 

and finally become slaves to its use. 

Ite first effects in small doses are to wre- 
ate a feeling of elation, of greatly. in- 
mental and physical superiority, 
and of freedom from care and anxiety. 
The hinist finds in it a substitute t» 
relieve the sense of depression following 
the use of that narcotic. The hard drink- 
er is charmed with its effects, as hie de- 
pression yields to a sense of elation and av- 
normal exaltation. 

But in the use of cocoaine there follows 
a sure reaction. In a short time ihere 
are developed characteristic symptoras of 
the habitual cocainist. If he be a law- 
yer, a writer or a clergyman he shows 
marvelous fluency and prolixity of speeci 
He has a rare fecundity of words, but they 
betray a tendency toward circumlocution 
and irrelevancy. In letter writing hw be- 
truys his secret vice by his diffuseness with- 
out directness. 

“There are novels, which are highly p- 
wiar today,.’’ said the lecturer, ‘‘whico 
show almost conclusive evidence of having 
been written under the influence of co- 
caine, and several poems characterized by 

elous ao and smoothness, have 
their inspiration in this drug. 

“Habitual use of it impairs the judgment 
and results in the grandiose ideas often as- 
sociated with paretic diseases. One's 
sense of right and wrong becomes irn

CLEARFIELD, Pa., Marach 30.—For al- 
most six months the people living on the 
lowlands along the west branch of the Sus- 
quehanna River, from Curwensville down 
to the ‘“‘mountains,’’ have felt they would 
suffffer a repetition of 1889 experiences, and, 
worse, when the break occurred this spring.

But the ice has broken and gone and the 
big log }€m stili remains in the river above 
Curwensviile, to be broken and moved by 
human SKili, mMuscie and a generous suppiy 
of dynamite and pienty of water sent aown 
the channel according to nature's laws or 
by means of the numerous splash dams, 
which will again be put into operauon 
after enforced idieness of several years.

HIS CONDITION: IS SERIOUS 


He May Resign His Office and Must 
Not Go to Riviera This 
Season. 


LONDON, March 31.—The Weekly Dis- 
patch repeats the story published in the 
Daily Express of Saturday that Lord Salis- 
bury its suffering from a kidney affection 
which is likely to incapacitate him for 
some time and says it learns that the pre- 
mier’s illness has taken so unfavorable a 
turn that his proposed visit to the Riviera 
has become almost hopeless and that the 
announcement of his resignation of the pre- 
miership and his retirement from political 
life may be anticipated before the end of 
April. 

The Dispatch adds: 

“The doctors have pronounced Lord Sal- 
isbury to be suffering from Bright's dis- 
ease in 80 aggravated a form that a grave 
view is being taken of the case. Lord Salis- 
bury is so anxious to prevent the nature of 
his illness from being made public that none 
of the eminent specialists called in are al- 
lowed to sign a builetin. No bulletin sanc- 
tioned by the doctors has beén issued. 

‘The premier’s condition suddenly became 
sO grave a week ago that Sir Richard 
Douglass Powell, Dr. Walker and other 
physicians were hastily summoned. In 
order to avert a crisis a special prescrip- 
tion was made up, the application of which 
checked the approaching complications, but 
the premier’s condition for the last day 
or two has disappointed all the medical 
men.

NEW YORK, March 30.—A strike of all 
the union housesmiths employed at the four 
new power houses which are being erected 
by the Manhattan Electric Railroad Co. fer 
its coming electric motor system, went into 
effect today.

the Count of Casertas’ Bride. 
Special Cable to the Post-Dispetch. 
(Oopyrigkt, 1901.) 

ROME, March 30.—Pope Leo XIII has re- 
ceived a touching letter of thanks from the 
Princess of the Asturias, the Count of Ca- 
serta’s bride, for the pontiff's paternal in- 
terest in the royal love match, the material- 
ization of which was in a great measure 
due to his kind office.

Jones read this clever account of how each 
lady had earned her money, some of them 
earning several dollars, Mrs. Jones called 
it her “Chronicies.””. By a piece of silver 
she means a dime: 

“And it came tO pass in those days that 
they of the Hyde Park Congregational 
Church did lift up their voices unto their 
leader and say: Behold now, the house 
where we dwell with thee is too strait for 
us. Let us go, we pray thee, into our bags 
and take from, thence shekels of gold and 
shekels of silver, as the Lord hath pros- 
pered us, and let us make a tabernacle 
unto the Lord in which all the congrega- 
tion of the people may dwell. 

“And the saving of the people pleased 
the chief of the Jonesites well, and he 
said, let us go and build us an house unto 
the name of the Lord. 

“Now, the women and.the maidens also 
desired to make an offering unto the 
building of the houge, but théy had naught 
to bring. And they took counsel one with 
another what they should do. Now, many 
of the women were skilled in needle work 
ang fine embroideries; and in the making 
of pleasing cakes, loaves and confections 
they were not slack. And there were all 
manner of cunning work women for every 
manner of work. 


“And it was decreed by the leaders of the 
women that they should bring of the first 
fruits of all the labor of their hands unto 
the treasury of the Lord's house until 
each had brought the value of five score 
pieces of copper. And they charged them, 
saying: Thus shall ye do In the name of 
the Lord and with a perfect heart. Arise, 
therefore, and be doing, and the Lord be 
with you. And they did go forth from the 
counsel with spirits willing for their labor. 

‘And these are they which did labor with 
their hands for the bullding of the temple, 
with the work which they brought, even 
the work of her who was skfiled in the 
baking of breadstuffs, and of her who 
wrought with a deft needle, and of any who 
devised cunning workmanship. 

“Now the heart of Sarah, whose surname 
was Kentnor,* who was the chief of the 
congregation of the women, did yearn to- 
ward her children, albeit they had attained 
unto large stature; and she harkened unto 
their cry and did make for them a mess of 
pottage which they did love, even a concoc- 
tion of the fruit of the cane, which in those 
days was known as taffy. And the children 
praised their mother and said It was good; 
and she 4id receive at the hands of her 
children 5 score pennies for all the work 
which she had wrought. 

“And Barbara, whose surname was Col- 
lins, she who was the mother of Sarah, wife 
of Charles, whose surname was Kentnor, 
was a woman well stricken in years. Never- 
theless her heart was unto the Lord and 
her desire was great to see the temple 
builded before that she should be gathered 
unto her fathers. And she was well skilled 
in needlework so that the women of the 
congregation did say that garments which 
Barbara did make were of exceeding fine 
workmanship. And she did make of these 
garments two for her neighbor. And her 
neighbor did reward her, according to her 
asking, with two score and ten pennies 
for one garment and two score and ten pen- 
pennies for the other garment. And the

heart of Barbara was merry in that she 
could bring to the treasury of the Lord's 
house money for the bullding of the temple. 

“and Jane Flizabeth, wife of Catebd, 
whose surname was Green, had dweiled in 
the land but half score of years; neverthe- 
lews her fame had gone out through the re- 
gion roundabout, for she was well skilled 
in fine cooking, and moreover was clever 
with her needle, And she did take of the 
fat of bullocks and of spices of the Orient, 
nnd candied fruits and dried fruits a great 
store.

loaves therewith which caused the peop’e 
to rejoice.

And she did bring 
measures of wheaten flour, measures of 
butter, of milk and eggs. according to the 
laws of the Medes and Persians which 
alter not. And she did make thereof 
divers cakes, and stch as the people did 
delight to eat withal. And with live coals 
she did also fashion the corn of the field 
into forms and shapes beautiful to behold 
and of a pleasant taste. And she d'‘d bring 
of the fruits of her labor, two score and 
ten pieces of silver. 


“Now Cora, whose husband was Hugo, of_ 


the tribe of Helbig, did om the first day 
of the week, wash the linen of her house- 
hold with her own hands. And on the 
second day of the week she did iron the 
same until it shone after the similiiude of 


silver. And Hugo beheld and saw that it 
was very good, and did give of his sub- 
stance to reward her for all her labors, 
one hundred pennies. 

“And Mary of the tribe of Scobee, whose 
surname was Scott, who was one of the 
revon sisters, brought eggs for the noyrish- 
ment of the people, and they did pay her 
the price thereof, even five score pennies. 
And they did eat and were satisfied. 

‘“‘Now Martha, whose surname was Green 
before that John, whose surname was Mce- 
Lagan, took her to wife, lifted up her eyes 
anu behold the people of her household and

of her neighbors’ households were in sore 
need of confections. An she did skilfully 
fashion with her hands a great diversity of 
seweet morsels. And her people did recom- 
pense her with pleces of gold and with 
pleces of copper. And she brought them 
to the tabernacle with much gladness. 

“Now Mary, the wife of James, surnamed 
Hurley, and Jane, whose surname was 
Hicks, were cumbered with much serving, 
nevertheless they did willingly add unto 
thetr burdens that they might aid in the 
bullding of the temple. And they ministered 
unto the wants of thelr people and gave 
them of the fat of the land and of the 
fruits of the South, until with one accord 
they lifted up their voices and cried, It 
is enough. And they did bring as recom- 
pense for their serving two hundred pieces 
of copper. One hundred pieces for the serv- 
ing of the one, and one hundred pieces for 
the serving of the other. And they were 
giad. 

“And Caroline, wife of William, of the 
tribe of Jehu, who driveth furiously, did 
tell Dinah, her handmaiden, to abide at 
home.

And she took of the 
profits and did bring four hundred and 
forty pénnies for the building of the taber- 
nacle. 

“Now Mary, surnamed Chambers, had a 
neighbor who desired to take a far journey, 
but she cared not to be cumbered with her 
children. And Mary heard of all these 
things and she did take the children into 
her own household and cared for them 
tenderly. And her neighbor did generously 
reward her for all her care.

“And ‘Gertrude, the daughter of Thomas, 
who was the son of Wetherell, who was the 
son of David who fought the Philistines in 
the days of George, chief of the tribes of 
Columbia, and whom William surnamed 
Jones, who was the chief priest of the 
tabernacle, did take to wife; lifted up her 
voice and said, lo, I also would have gold 
to bring unto the house of the Lord, ac- 
cording to the decree which has been de- 
creed. And she did take of hempen cord 
and of other stuffs, and did fashion with 
cunning workmanship bags for holding the:

Now 
these roots were known throughout tho 
land aa horseradish And she 4'a grate 
and prepare of these roots many scores of 
bottles. And the people did buy and eat 
and they sald that it was very good. And 
when she had numbered .the pieces of sil- 
vor, the price of her labor, her heart was 
very merry within her. for they numbered 
one hundred‘and .thirty and four pleces. 
Yea, verily, she who sowed in tears did 
reap in joy. 

“and Ellen, surnamed Thompson, behe'd 
the work of Grace, her Kinewoman. and 
saw that it was good and she went and 
did after the same manner. And she did 
reap of her labor thirty pleces of silver and 
three score pieces of copper. And she 
brought her gifts to the a'tar. 

‘Now the chief musician in the school of 
the prophets was an-hungered, and she 
came unto Lucinda, the wife of Edwin, 
whose surname was Andrews, and said 
unto her, I pray thee make me a little 
cake and a morsel of bread that I may eat, 
for Lam an-hungered, and whatsoever you 
desirest I will pay thee. And Lucinda did 
as the chief nmrusician desired her, and she 
did spread before her meat and drink in 
abundance. And the barrel of meat wasted 
not, neither did the eruse of oll fail, and 
she did eat there many days and was satis- 
tied. And the chief miusicilan rendered unto 
Lucinda for all that she had received at 
her hand. thirty plecés.of silver. 

“And Kate, who was of the household of 
Ross, had much wisdom in the writing of 
scrolis and in.the healing of the sick. And 
from the golng down of the sun even unto 
the rising up of the same. she did minister 
to a child, sick of a grievous disease. And 
she did serve as scribé unto her neighbor 
and did write letters unto the chief rulers 
of the land, and they bestowed upon her

Louis EBxposi- 
tion, earning several hundred dollars in 
this way in two seasons, They have a 
weekly society day and frequent teas at 
which each lady pays 2% cents toward the 
society fund.

They have a kitchen, 
dining hall,,etc., at the chureh, and have 
fitted up a splendid study for Rev. Frank 
G. Tyrrell, the pastor. The officers of this 
society are Mrs. L. A. Young. 88 Wash- 
ington boulevard, president; Mrs. M. R. 
Anderson, 739 Mt. Aubert avenue,  vice- 
president; Mre. J. L. Case, 3 Rugby place, 
secretary; Mrs. T. A. Johnson, 6128 Ken- 
sington avenue, treasurer. 

Recently the ladies of this soctety gave a 
reception at the home of one of the mem- 
bers. Every preparation was similar to 
those made for a private reception. Five 
hundred invitations were sent out, and ful- 
ly 300 persons attended. They were enter- 
tained and a luncheon served. On one of 
the parlor tables a place was placed to re- 
celve anything the guests chose to offer 
At the conclusion of the event the ladies 
found $65 on the plate. They were de- 
lighted with the résult. 

The ladies of the Mt. Cabanne Church are 
so enthusiastic in their work that some of 
them say they spend quite a share of their 
time at the church. Every Wednesday the 
ladies have an all-day meeting. They 
have several sewing machines there and 
spend much of the day sewing. Some of the 
articles they sew are given charitably, and 
others are made upon orders, netting con- 
siderable morey for the soclety treasury. 
Bonnets and aprons are a specialty. Laat 
summer the ladics made quite a lot of light 
bonnets suitable for summer wear, and they 
sold a great many of them. They have 
lunch at the church every Wednesday noon 
and many friends and members of the 
church patronize these affairs. They pay 
10 cents. This is a source of constant reve- 
nue to the soclety. The ladies have also 
another plan for their Wednesday In the 
chureh kitchen. They will serve dinner to 
parties coming to the church. If a lady in 
the neighberhood is enterta!ining a company 
of friends that day in the week she may 
take them to the church and get a good din- . 
ner, costing the hostess 20 cents a_ plate, 
The kitchen nets the soclety about $5 a 
week. There are 50 members in the society, 
each paying dues of 5 cents a week. 

The Mt. Cabanne Christian Church Cal- 
endar Club is a money-maker. Mrs. Tyrrell, 


the pastor’s wife, is the president of the 
club and the year. She has under her im- 
mediate supervision, 12 other lad'es, repre- 
senting the months. Each of these has un- 
der her four ladies, representing the weeks 
of the months. Each of these has seven 
ladies, representing the day of the weeks. 
Each lady in the cycle agrees to pay 2 
cents a week into the Calendar Club treas- 
ury. Mrs. Tyrreill's club was organised the 
last of January of this year and has al- 
ready paid in $4. At the end of the year it

HE Ladies’ Ald Society at the United 
T Presbyterian Church, Morgan street 
and Newstead avenue, is a money- 
maker. It devotes its earnings to home and 
foreign missions, turning over for this work 
last year the cum of $498.f0. Some of the 
methods employed in making this money 
were unique. Sixty-one dollars were made 
within a few weeks selling soap. The la- 
dies solid the soap to their neighbors and 
friends.

The church session does not 
permit sales, suppers or bazaars in the 
church building, and the Ladies’ Ald Society 
does ita work on the outside. 

The most interesting, as it is one of the 
most effective, of the plans of this soctety 
ie the use of the “thank box.'’ Kach mem- 
ber of the society has in her home a iit- 
tle savings bank in which she puts 6 cents, 
10 cents or 2% cents at such times when she 
feels like expressing in this manner her 
gratitude for the blessings of life. The idea 
is to keep the box where it will be secon. 
The savings are surrendered to the society 
treasurer at the regular meetings, which

The use of cocoa mats in railroad cars 
establishes a condition that fs prejudicial, 
if not perilous, to the health of the pas- 
sengers. These mats rapidly absorb all the 
liquid filth which is deposited on them, and 
part with it again after it has dried on 


the fiber. By placing in flasks containing 
sterile water some threadiike fibers of a 
Manhattan elevated mat and plating with 
gelatine a measured quantity of the water 
after standing 2% hour# I have estimated 
that on @ fiber one and one-half inches 
long from the outer @urface of the mat 
there were in this instance between 4.000,- | 
00 and 4,090,000 bacteria, and on an fmner 
fiber of the same length there were nearly 
2,000,000, 


This shows to what degree these mats 
may become saturated with dirt. Midden 
filth is the cause of more disease even than 
is visible filth, for the reason that it is 
not as enetly avoided or as likely to be 
cleaned up. As hag been shown, these cocoa 
mats retain much dirt, and though perhaps 
appearing clean, they are at every foot- 
step giving off to the alr dyst rich in micro- 
orgeé nism,

HE etiquette followed at the wedding 
of a widow is similar to that pre- 
scribed at the bridal of a maid, the 

few exceptions being confined to the mat- 
ter of dress. 

All the legal observances required are ex- 
actly the same in both. 

At one period it was the custom for a 
widow to wear, when marrying a second 
time, a gown of sober hue, such as gray or 
lavender, but gradually other colors came 
into vogue, and now widows are reverting 
to virgin white. Not, of course, to the 
orthodox white satin and orange blossoms, 
but a gown of white cloth or of some other 
white material; while instead of a veil, they 
wear, according to individual liking, a hat, 
@ toque or a bonnet to suit and harmonize 
with the gown. 

Orange blossoms are never worn by a 
widow, either as a wreath or on her dress. 
Bhe, however, generally carries a bouquet 
composed of white or colored flowers, 
whichever she fancies. 

At the marriage of a widow the bride Is 
mot attended by bridemalds, although the 
groom has his best man. 

Although a widow, when a bride for the 
second time, is not attended by bridemalds, 
she generally has a lady friend who acts to- 
ward her the part of a lady-in-waiting, or 
as she is often now called, a ‘“‘dame d’hon- 
neur,”’ who stands near her during the serv- 
ice, holds her gloves and bouquet, and, in 
fact, undertakes the same little duties that 
are usually performed by the principal 
bridemaid. 

In other things the same etiquette ts ob- 
served as at all weddings. The invitations 
are sent out In the same manner anid time, 
and the form of words employed is also 
eimilar. 

The ceremony in the church ts conducted 
in the same wuy as at other marriages, the 
bride being given away by her father or the 
friend or relative who acts as father for the 
occasion.

“we. Wiseonsin, Minnesota and 
other states im that section is no longer a 
waste material, occupying and overruning 
more than a million acres, wholly worth- 
less to mankind. 

It is now made into binding twine, door 
mats, baby buggies, baskets, hampers, 
chairs, settees, screens, doors, bassinetg, 
music stands, flower stands, tables and 
other articles useful in every day life. 

The manvfacture of these articles is an 
industry which has come into existence 
during the last four years. The first manu- 
factured product was binding twine, for 
harvesting machines, and that wes first 
put on the market in November, 1897. 

From this small beginning there has 
been a marvelous development. Immense 
Plants fer the utilization of wire grass 
are in existence in Wisconsin, Minnesota 
and New York. 

Herbert Myrick, in a recently published 
book, “The Creation of a New Industry,” 
says: 

“Wire grass is called carex stricta by 
botaniats. It differs from the true grasses, 
among other characteristics, in having a 
solid stem, without joints. It has no lateral 
leaves, but the round biedes grow up 
Straight from the roots to an average 
height of three or four feet. forming one 
continuous fiber. The true grasses, on the 
other hand, have hollow columns or stems, 
with joints and lateral leaves. 

“Carex stricta is almost entirely devoid 


of mineral substances, as it grows in peat 
and hoz marshes where there is a marked 
absence of mineral qualities. Besides be- 
ing deficient in Mme and potash, the soil 
is algo poor in nitrogen. The small con- 
tent of these substances compared to other 
Brasses keeps the wire grass pithy and 
tough and preserves its pliability in- 
dofinitely. The plant requires plenty of 
water and grows best when the tempera- 
ture is high—conditions that always pre- 
vail over the great marshes during the 
summer seaso). 

“Wire grass, in its well developed form, 
grows only in marshes or bogs where there 
is an abundance of peat. Such bogs are 
‘commen to low pleces, and are formed 


__<tarough centuries by the growth and decay 


_ of vegetable matter. 


“These marshes occur most extensively in 
the great glacial belt. extending from the 
Ohio river far into the British northwest. 
The peat varies from one to 2 feet in 
depth, 


“Comparatively few of these vast areas 
have been perfectiy surveyed, but a gen- 
eral investigation shows that there are 
fully 1,000,000 acres of wire grass marshes 
scatiered through the states of Minne- 
sota and Wisconsin alone. Indeed, more 
than half of the north boundary line of 
Minnesota runs through marsh lands and 
peat bogs where wire grass is found in 
abundance. 

“Not only is the present area practically 
unlimited, but new marshes are constant- 
ly forming, resulting from the drying up of 
shallow lakes and rivers. It is estimated 
that there are probably more lands now 
in this transition state than there are in 
the wire grass stage. 


“These lands aré useless for any other 
purpose, as the drainage and fertilization 
to supply their natural deficiencies would 
cost s0 much as to make such reclamation 
for the higher plants out of the question. 
Wire grass also is useless for graging or 
feeding purposes, as it is barsh and tough 
and practically without nutritive substance. 
The plant is, im fact, only valuable for 
fiber. 

“The vast tracts of carex stricta were 
for years considered as worse than value- 
less. The idea of employing this materia! 
for any useful purpose was in the popular 
mind too chimerical even to be consid- 
ered. At length it oceurred to a few men 
to see what could be done with binder 
twine made from wire grass. The pres- 
ent vast industry was the result. 

“One of the greatest difficulties, in the 
early stages of the industry, was the gath- 
ering of the grass and its transportation 
over the marshes. Wagon roads were con- 
structed where the foot of man had never 
trod. Tracks from the nearest railroad 
had to be laid to the warehouses in which 
the grass was stored. Sheds hundreds of 
feet long. warehouses of enormous propor- 
tions, barns, camps and other accommoda- 
tions for an army engaged in the harvest 
were provided in the very heart of ap- 
parently useless wastes. 


“Growing as it does in waste places, wire 
grass shoots up early and grows rapidly, 
and ts usually ready for harvest from July 
1 to September. Wire grass is harvested 
much like wheat. In the early harvest a 
self-raking reaper is used, which lays the 
grass in gavels, where it cures for about 
24 hours, and is then gathered by machines 
which tle the grass into bundles. Later, 
when the grass is not so succulent, it is 
cut with an ordinary self-binder and bound 
into bundles like wheat. 

“The harvest goes on ~regardiess of 
weather, as wire grass is not frail or sub- 
ject to damage bv rains or wet weather, 
as are grains and other grasses. The wire 
grass as cut is always kept straight and 
untangled, and put into great stacks or 
sheds, protected frem rain and snow. Here 
the grass goes through the sweat or ordli- 
nary curing process, when it is bound into 


large bales, averaging 200 pounds in weight. 
These bales are hauled to large warehouses 
at convenient shipping points on rivers 
or railroads. from which the grass is de- 
livered to the various factories as required. 

“When it is taken from the warehouses 
at the factories the grass is loaded on a 
chain conveyor, carried up and distributed 
tq the combers. 

“The first operation is to separate the 
short stems and extraneous matter from 
the long grass, which is done by an in- 
genious process. As fast as the grass is 
combed it is tied in bundles weighing 10 
pounds each. The grass in these bundles 
is clean, straight, bright green in color, 
firm and hard like a bundle of small wires, 
each blade making an almost indestructible 
fiber three or four feet long, and has a 
slightly aromatic and delightful odor, 
something Hke new mown hay. 

“The combed grass then passes by a 
system of conveyors from the combing 
room to the spinning room. The grass 
fiber is automatically drawn out and laid 
end to end in ‘broken joints’ in one con- 
tinuous sliver. By the action of the draw- 
ing mechanism, this perfect sliver is drawn 
through the twister, and in so doing is 
given the proper twist to make a substan- 
tial cord or twine. This twine is wrapped 
with a small thread of cotton or hemp or 
flax, or other cheap material, to keep the 
ends from projecting. This makes the 
finished, smooth and even twine. This 
twine or cord:is the basic product of the 
whole industry. 

“The twine passes through the drawhead 
and is wound upon the spool. When the 
spool is full, it makes a package 16 inches 
inches in diameter, and 20 inches long, 
weighing about 50 pounds. 

“This bundle of twine 
points through the center and removed 
from the spool. It is then ready for use 
in other divisions of the industry. 

If the twine is to be woven into mats or 
fabrics, it is wrapped with various colors 
of cotton yarns to produce desired color 
effects in the various patterns. 

“After the goods have passed inspection, 
they are passed through a very heavy cal- 
ender which smooths the fabric, makes it 
compact and firm, and leaves it in such 
condition that it is ready for the shearing 
process. This shearing is accomplished by 
passing the goods through a napping ma- 
chine. It contains several sets of steel 
brushes, which being revolved very rapidly 
and pressed lightly against the surface of 
the goods, have a tendency to loosen the 
stubs and fibers on the surface of the 
fabric and cause them to project in such 
a manner that as the fabric passes be- 
neath the revolving knives these fibers and 
roughnesses are clipped off. This leaves 
the surface of the goods smooth and clean 
from the projecting stems of grass and 
materially improves the appearance and 
quality. 
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“After passing twice throveh this ma- 
chine. so that both sides receive the same 
thorough treatment, the goods are formed 
into compact rolls about 20 inches in 
diameter and weighing 120 pounds. These 
rolls are first tied with stout cord and 
then covered with light gunny or grass 
matting. 

“Matting to be used for making rugs re- 
celves exactly the same treatment, Dut 
after being finished is transferred to the 
trimming department for further opera- 
tions. The matting to be made into rugs is 
first passed into a double sewing machine, 
which sews and trims both margins.~ The 
matting then passes through a second ma- 
chine, which binds both edges at the same 
time. This long piece of matting, bound 
on both edges, is then cut into proper 
lengths for the various aizes of rugs by 
means of a special machine, which sews 
both ends and cuts them ac the same time. 
These mats are then fringed on both ends 
and are complete. 

‘These wire grass fabrics are woven not 
only into floor mattings and rugs, but 
carpet linings and floor deadenings, wall 
coverings, finishings for ceilings, etc. Such 
fabrics are made in a great variety of 
shapes, forms, colors and designs, adapted 
to every conveivable purpose.”’

A few years later Dr. Engelmann gave a 
more extensive botanical account of the ce- 
reus giganteus. 

It is of very slow growth, and does not 
bloom until it has attained a height of 10 
or 12 feet. It attains a height of from 
80 to 60 feet, and from 1 to 2 feet in diam- 
eter. When the stems are old they are as 
firm as iron. The flowers are produced in 
May and June. and the fruit ripens in 
July or August. 

The flowers are 4 inches in length and 
diameter; upper sepals a fleshy, greenish 
white; petals of a light cream color, very 
thick and fleshy, and much curled; fila- 
ments yellow, anthers long; stile not seen; 
stigmata of a green color. The flowers open 
day and night and for several days in suc- 
cession. 

The fruit under the Mexican name is 
pitajaya—pronounced pit-a-zi-ah or pit-ai- 
yah-—is a great source of sustenance to the 
Mexicans and Indians of the regions where 


jt grows. Preserves and molasses or syrup | 
are made from it, and preserved for future 
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use. 
the taste, resembling that of the fig, be- 
ing large and pulpy. If permitted to open 
and drop to the ground they are almost un- 
ft for use. The Indian method of collect- 
ing them is to take a long pole and make 
a fork at the end, by which they con- 
trive to bring them within reach. Birds 
and every kind of animal and insect that 
ean reach them are so fond of them that 
many are thus destroyed. 

The Indians manufacture a sort of sour 
beer from the fruit, by allowing it to fer- 
ment in earthen jars, which they call tiz- 
win. This beverage is only slightly intox!- 
cating: yet at their tiswin feasts, held 
whenever a brewtng ie made, they manage 
to consume enough of Kt to work themeelves 
into a violent state of drunken frenzy.

HE hogan or house of the Navajo In- 
+ dians of Arizona and New Mexico 
are rapidly disappearing under the in- 
fluences of Western civilization, and the 
United States Bureau of Ethnology recom- 
mends that samples of them be preserved 
as a guide to students of the human race 
in North America 
The Navajos are essentially a pastoral 
reople, owing to the nature of the country 
where they have resided these many years, 


|}and sheep-raising is their principal occupa- 


tion. Every family possesses a flock of 
sheep. The scarcity of grass and the diffi- 
culty of procuring a sufficient supply of 
water necessitates the moving of the flocks 
frequently, yet the Navajos are by no 
means nomads, for the region within which 
a family moves back and forth is extremely 
circumscribed. 

The usual practice among them is to take 
the flocks up into the mountains or on the 
nigh plateaus during the summer, quarter- 
ing them near some spring or small stream, 
and when the snow comes they are moved 
down tc the lower foothills or out Into the 
Valleys. As a result of these conditions 
each fainily lives by itself, and, as it were, 
on its own ground, large communities belng 
impossible. 

In a recent report to the United States 
Bureau of Ethnology, giving a full account 
of the Navajo people and urging that their 
ancient customs be preserved, Cosmos Min- 
deleff, an authority on matters ethnolog:cal, 
gives the following description of the pecu- 
liar and puzzling architecture of these 
Navajo houses:

HE Navajos recognise two distinct 
T classes of hogans—the kequl, or win- 
ter place, and the kejin, or summer 
place; in other words winter huts and sum- 
mer shelter. The winter huts are warm 


monly pinion trees, 8 to 10 inches in diame- 
ter and W to 12 feet long, are selected. 
Three of the five timbers must terminate 
in spreading forks, but this is not necesary 
for the other two, which are intended for 
the doorwav and are selected for their 
straightness. 

When suitable trees have been found 
they are cut down and trimmed, stripped 
of bark and roughly dressed. They are 
then carried to the site of the hogan, and 
there laid on the ground with thin forked 
ends together somewhat in the form of a 
T, extreme care being taken to have the 
butt of one log point to the south, one to 
the west and one to the north. The twv 
straight timbers are then laid down, with 
the small ends close to the forks of the 
north and south timbers, and with their 
butt ends pointing to the east. They must 
be spread apart about the width of the 
doorway, which they will form. 

When all the timbers have been laid out 
on the ground the position of each one of 
the five butts is marked by a stone or in 
some other convenient way, but great care 
must be exercised to have the doorway 
timbers point exactly to the east. 

The interior area being thus approximated 
al! the timbers are removed, and, guided 
only by the eye, a rough circle ts laid out, 
well within the area previously marked. 
Thé ground within this circle is then 
scraped and dug out until a fairly level 
floor is obtained, leaving a low bench of 
earth entirely or partly around the inte- 
rior, ordinarily, about a foot in height. The 
object of this excavation is two-fold—to 
make a tevel floor with a corresponding 
increase in the height of the structure, and 
to afford a bench on which the many smaii 
articles constituting the domestic parapher- 
nalia can be set aside and thus avoid litter- 


ing the floor.

When tsaci is completed, the sides are 
filled with the smaller timbers and limbs of 
pinion and cedar, the butt ends being set 
together as closely as possible on the ground 
and from 6 to 12 inches outside of the ez- 
cavated area previously described. The 
timbers and branches are laid on as flat 
as possible with the upper ends leaning on 
the apex or on each other. The intervening 
ledge thus formed in the interior ts 
bench previously mentioned, and aside from 
its convenience it adds materially to the 
strength of the structure. 

While the sides are being tnclosed by 
some of the workers a door frame is ¢on- 
structed by others. This consists of two 
straight poles with forked tops driven into 
the ground at the base of and close inside 
the doorway timbers. When In plece these 
poles are about 4 feet high, set upright with 
a straight piece resting In the fork.

NCE upon a time there lived in the 
effete and obsolescent East a 
damsel who early tired of the maid- 

enly state and shook it off with a violent, 
voluntary shake. In much the same sweet 
and womanly way she subsequently shook 
off the matrimonial stateeas well—or at 
at least she shook off one matrimonial 
state for another. In the process of this 
last she had an experience with the horrid 
West. Poor thing—poor West! Or it may 
have been a dream: an artful dream, where- 
in the ogres that arise from. the dank 
mists lying between the “nightcap” and 
the headache cure, and while the choco- 
late-hued fiavor clings tenaciously to the 
palate, danced in ghoulish glee about her, 
brandishing tomahawks and doing other 
dreadful things. 

About nine and one-half moons, standard 
time, after this young person, once yclept 
Marie St. Felix—and whose last name has 
slipped my memory—had first ventured 
upon the threshold of the matrimonial 
state, she ‘“‘writ a plece”’ for the news- 
papers; a story setting forth with true 
womanly delicacy the details of her un- 
aided proceedings for divorce in North Da- 
kota, and incidentally slandering, mali- 
clously, spitefully and without warrant, one 
of the best and most substantial little 
towns of the north country. Therein she 
wrote herself down a filppant scribbler, 
with the same keen concern for the truth 
that a Comanche buck has for the nebular 
hypothests. 

The poor bentghted souls who live in 
Mandan, North Dakota, the community up- 
on whichs weet Marie has vented her spasm 
of vindictive satire, have not yet risen so- 
clally to the lofty heights of the hot bird 
and cold bottle element. They are only 
plain, honest, intelligent people, who ac- 
tually produce what they actually enjoy. 
@nd who smile smiles when they read of 
Marie's kittenish giee upon regaining ‘“‘New 
York and liberty.” ‘Liberty! Ye gods! 
Liberty in New York and liberty anywhere 
In the great West! The heavy perfumes 
to drown the sickening odor of vice, and 
the free pure air of Heaven; the sumptuous 
gilded screen to hide the darkest vice, and 
the arbor of sweet flowers with the glori- 
ous sunshine falling on them. The liberty 
peculiar to New York ie not liberty, but 
license. In Mandan it is not so. There is 
mo license, but there is liberty—liberty of 
the wholesome kind. The community 
knows what you do, whether they concern 
themselves about it or not, and that is 
sufficient. A little daylight has a marvel- 
ously purifying effect upon conduct. 

In support of her aspersions upon Man- 
Gan asa place of residence even “for twelve 
hideous days,"’ she calla by name upon a 
Iillian and a Naomi, a Katherine and a 
Rebecca of some renown upon the histrionic 
stage, and in all likelihood when Marie 
had rejoined Lillian and Katherine and Na- 
omi and Rebecca upon New York's sacred 
soll and tossed off something soothing to 
her ruffied feelings, they murmured in 
Sweet unison, “Amen. It ts ao.” 


Marie writes that Mandan was dull. Dull! 
Scotus Maximus! What would. che havet 


for in the next breath she writes that the 
county fair was in progress when she ar- 
rived, that a large number of cowboys and 
band of real live Indians were giv- 
tions to the happy and expectant 
visitors that there was 


scalped by a Sioux before she could get to 
her hotel. I do not know whether she ever 
felt that same awful fear when she saw 
Col. Cody's Wild West performances at 
Erastina, on Staten Island, In New York 
City or not. Possibly she thought she could 
throw herself into the protecting arms of 
the Statue of Liberty. 

Dull! No community which for several 
months tn each year has nothing between 
it and the legisiature of North Dakota 
but the placid, easily fordable Missouri riv- 
er—saying nothing of the great steel bridges 
and the cars—could be dull. 

Marie—and I trust she will pardon this 
familiar manner of referring to her; as that 
is the only name to which she has clung 
long enough to get it established—Marie 
writes that Mandan is wicked. Perhaps it 
is. I never heard that {t was. I never dis- 
covered the wickedness, Possibly Marie did. 
That it is wickeder than the communities 
where Marie finds ‘‘liberty’’ I positively 
deny. Marie writes that Mandan ts primi- 
tive. Primitiveness and yice do not go hand 
in hand. 

Marie is said to be an authoress of fic- 
tion. There can be no question but that 
fiction, pure and unvarnished, is her forte. 
I will not gainsay that. I have respect for 
her petticoats and feathers—all that is due— 
but when she enters the lists as a critic of 
morals and communities she must ask no 
favors. Where she condescended to detail 
in specific statement she was as incorrect ag 
she was inconsistent In her generalizings. 
Mandan people showed her many favors 
during her brief and somewhat roystering 
sojourn in the city, but they did not open 
their arms nor throw open their doors to 
her. In their poor “‘primitive’’ notions of 
propriety there was not much to help them 
keep the pace she set, and they @d not try. 
This had nothing to do with the illustra- 
tions with which she accompanied her 
story—illustrations in which the ‘400 of 
Mandan” is represented in a sketch of be- 
draggied Indians. “A typical residence of 
a prominent citizen’’ is made to appear a 
tottering, lean-to shack in the like of which 
no “prominent citizen’’ of Mandan would 
house his cow. Actual photographs wduld 
seem to indicate that Marie's illustrating 
talent is worse than her pen. 

Marie left the world te believe that there 
is bué¢ one hotel in Mandan, and that de- 
serted. The town boascs of three hotcls, 
all good ones, modern ones, and prosperins. 

She stated that Mandan has no electric 
lights and no telephones. It has both of 
these modern conveniences, and has had 
them for years, both systems giving ex- 
cellent service. It is unfortunate for her 
reputation asa critic that she was so whol- 
ly occupied in the search for wickedness 
and primitiveness tha: these trifles escaped 
her. 


There are several other things which 
she failed to see, though they are there. 
For instance, this brave little frontier town 
has four good newspaners—an-l no comttua- 
nity with four prospering papers can be so 
primitive, so dull, so backward as to be un- 
enduiable. It has five excellent churches. 
Marie evidently did not fi.d these, or I am 
sure she would have mentioned them, to say 
nothing of the effect the discovery would 
have had upon her opinion of Mandan's 
wickedness. There are also two or three 
solid banking institutions; a fourin® mill 
with a capacity of 600 barrels a day, with an 
elevator of 150,000 bushels capacity in con- 
nection; a very handsome courthouse, large 
stone school buildings of modern rrchitec- 
ture and arrangement, a complete water- 
works system, a aall of curios and tax- 
idermy supplied from the wonderful game 
region thereabout, which its not excelled 
anywhere, and in which one may spend 
many days with pleasure and edification 

The great shops of the Northern Pacific 
Railway add their part to the activity of 
the town, and, with the heavy monthly pay- 
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roll, to Its prosperity. The cattle interests 
and the coal mining not only keep the 
wolf from the community’s door, but pro- 
duce wealth enough so that, with a reason- 
ably equltable distribution, which leaves as 
vet no millionaires and no paupers, the city 
is comfortable, prospescus and happy. Fv- 
ery line of retail business, every profession 
is represented by inen of progressive idess, 
who are making headway, stea:iy, con- 
tentedly enough and subet:ntially. 

It would be a tedious task to set down 
all that escaped the notice of this ferti'e 
writer of romance from New York.. It is 
almost too exhaustive to touch upon those 
things which she thought she saw but 
which she did not, since they were not 
there. I will incidentally mention one more. 

She wrote that Mandan had one strect 
a mile long, with a broad sidewaik at one 
end and a hotel at the other. I would sug- 
gest an optician for the lady.

ROF. W. J. M'GEBEB of the bureau 
of ethnology in Washington has re-

DUNFERMLINE, Scotland, March Is.

] drew Carnegie, down on Moodie street, 
betwixt John Louden’s liquor store and 
the glassworks in Dunfermline. 
His father, William Carnegie, the weaver,

tices. He celebrated his prosperity by mov: 
‘ing downstairs, where he paid £5 §d rent 
instead of £3—say, about $25.

‘Recently Mr. Carnegie purchased his birth- 
place and that upper room is now sacredly 
vacant. The tenant downstairs, Mrs. Mal- 
‘pus, provided me with a Key and explained 
i matters. 

In 1848, the year of the great revolution in 
every throne was shaken, 
| William Carnegie, his wife, Tom and An- 
drew emigrated to America. The steam 
looms made unprofitable the business of the 
manufacturers. The weaver of 
Moodie stréet had been obliged to sell his 
four damask looms and turn his face to 
the West. He secured a job in a Pennsy!l- 
vania woolen mill. Tom and Andrew be- 
came bobbin boys. 

When Andrew Carnegie came back to 
Dunfermline it was as the return of a Ro- 
‘man conqueror. For had he not given the 
city a bathhouse and technical school? Had 
'he not given £8000 with which to build that 
opposite MeclIntyre’s public 
house? It was a great day in Dunfermline 
when Carnegie came back. The “auld gray 
toun’’ was decorated all the way from the 
‘glass factory, down past Clark's bookstall, 
to the station, There Was a triumphal arch 
lon Bothwell strect. 
| Work was suspended. Eight thousand peo- 
‘ple gathered. 

Each year has come a check for $1000 to 
keep up that library, and checks for various 
other enterprises besides. And now comes @ 
check for $100,000 for some more baths and 
a gymnasium for the “ould toun.” 
eHow different is the life of this man Car- 
negie in his great castle In the Grampian 
Hills from the life of the boy Carnegie who 
lived in Moodie street, Dunfermline! 

If one goes from Inverness to John 
O’Groat's house in the northiland, he passes 
Dornoch Firth and Bonar Bridge. The lat- 
ter is the station of Skibo Castile, eight 
miles distant. There lives the “Laird of 
Skibo,.”"’ Prince of Pittsburg, the ‘“Star- 
Spangled Scotchman,” Andrew Carnegie. 

The home life of Mr. Carnegie in Skibo 
Castile differs in but one particular from 
that of any other potentate of the Gram- 
pian Hills; he does not smoke. It is a legend 
that but one man ever lit a cigar within 
the walls of Skibo. That man was the Duke 
of Sutherland, and he had bad luck all his 
life. 

Scotch whisky takes the place of tobacco 
at Skibo. But even these are limited to meal 
times. It is a dogma of Mr. Carnegie that 
alcohol should be limited to the mea! hour. 

There was a time when an alarm clock or 
a rooster was depended upon to wake Mr. 
Carnegie in the morning, but that was long 
ago. Now the Laird of Skibo is aroused in

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Fr. Meyer, the Greatest Scholar Ever Edu- 
cated in the St. Louis University, Is 
Now Practically at the Head of the 
Order to Which His Life 
Has Been Devoted. 


ATHER RUDOLPH F. MEYER, a na- 

F tive of St. Louls, who was educated 

as an orphan by the Jesuits, and who 

was for many years connected with St. 

Louts University, may become the head of 

the Jesuit order of the whole world. In that 
case hia title would be father-general. 

He is now assistant to Father-Genera! 
Louis Martin, but that distinguished mem- 
ber of the order is dangerously, perhaps fa- 
tally. il! with Bright's disease. 

Father Meyer now represents in Rome the 
Jesuits of the United States and England— 
all English-speaking Jesuits in the world. 
He was appointed assistant to the father- 
general about eight years ago, soon after 
he went abroad as one of the delegates from 
the Missouri! province to the congregation 
or convention at Manresa, Spain, which 
elected Father Martin father-general. 

Father Meyer was born of humble pareni- 
age in South St. Louis in 1848. His father, 
John Meyer, conducted a dairy. Rudolph 
was the youngest member of the family. 
He wae scarcely out of his teens when his 
parents died. 

The Jesults took him In, an orphan, and 
by them he was educated. He attended the 
old 8. Louis University, then located at 
Ninth strect and Washington avenue. He 
did not complete the course, leaving col- 
lege at the age of 17 to take up his studies 
for the priesthood. The chief characteristic 
of his young manhood, and one which never 
left him, was industry. 

No matter how smal! the task he believed 
ft was worth doling well. 

lie spent the first year at the Floris- 
kant Novitiate washing dishes and perform- 
ing odd chores about the institute. This is 
a work to which all Jesuit novices are put 
to test their humility. 

Young Mever accepted the task cheerful- 
ly. His leisure moments were spent study- 
ing foreign langucges. 

After three years at Florissant he went 
through a course of philosophy and was 
then sent to Woodstock, Md., where he fin- 
lehed his theological studies. Ile taught the 
rhetoric class at the St. Louls University 
during the early 0s. 

Subsequentiy he became president of the 
university and later provincia! of the Mis- 
sour! province. His connection with the 
order extends over 43 yeurs. 

The father-general of the Jesuits is known 
as “The Black Pope.’ In Rome, according 
to an old saying, there are three Popes— 
“The White Pope" inow Leo XIII), who 
sits in the chair of St. Peter; ‘‘The Red 
Pope,”” who is the cardinal prefect of the 
Propaganda, and “The Black Pupe,’ the 
fathor-general of the Jesuits. 

This high official—the recipient of the 
highest honor which can fall to the lot of a 
Jesuit—is elected for life by a “‘congrega- 
tion” or convention of delegates repredent- 
ing every branch. ef the order in the world, 
of whatever nationality, who voie as do the 
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members of any other convention, except 
that the proceedings are not open to the 
public. He can be removed only on the 
most grievous charges, fully substantiated. 

hie rules the spiritual destiny of 16,000 men 
and directs the management of property 
valued at aver $150,000,000. 

His authority is absolute. He ts practical- 
ly independent of the Pope's jurisdiction. 
No monarch its better posted on the doings 
of his people or the events of the worldf He 
is just as closely in touch with events of 
current interost in this country as he is with 
the affairs of Spain or ltaly. Mis work is 
(lone quietly and scarcely ever becomes 
known to the world at large. With a 
stroke of the pen he might remove a dozen 
provincitals and the fact would not get beo- 
yond the portals of the Jesuit community. 

Yet this man with a prestige second only 
to that attached to the chair of St. Peter, is 
a democrat and an advocate of democratic 
principles. He is surrounded by five con- 
sulters who act on behalf of the various 
nations of the world. To them he 4defors 
on all questions, but thetr views are fn no 
wise binding upon him. 

No matter how meek his station, a Jesuit 
may appeal his grievance, if he have any. 
to the supreme head of the order. This ia 
not customary, but it has been done. 

A Jesuit never aspires to a bishopric or 
a cardinalate. The greatest honor that can 
be conferred upon him is that of the posi- 
tion of Father General. 

Father Martin was born at Dedgar, in the 
provinee of Burgos, Spain, tn 1846. In 1880 
he became head of the famous seminary 
at Salamanca. In 1886 he was made provin- 
cial of the Castle division o fthe Spanish 
Jesulis, and five years later was called to 
the headquarters at Fiesole, Italy, to aid 
the then general, the late Father Beckx, 
whose vicar or assistant he became, and af- 
ter the latter's death, in 1892, administrator 
of the affairs of the order. 

At the time of Padre Martin's election 
there were appointed five assistants to the 
general, a Frenchman, an Italian, a Ger- 
nan, a Spaniard and an Englishman, who 
are the official representatives at the hea4- 
quarters of these nationalities. 

The Englishman, a Father Jones. died 
shortly after hts appointment, and Father 
Meyer, who had gone abroad as one of the 
delegates from the Missouri (U. 8.) province, 
was swected as his successor. He has since 
held the office which gives him immediate 
jurisdiction over the Eng ‘ish-speaking Jes- 
uits all over the world.

Each provines 
has a common right In the choice of the 
father-general. It selects three delegates 
who are named by the vote of those 
priests who have passed through the full 
course of study required. 

In this country there are two provinces, 
Missouri and New York. England has one, 
Ireland one. Italy has four apeieampanle and 
France a like number. 

When the father-general or an assistant 
with the authority of succession te to be 
elected, delegates from all the provinces of 
the world assemble at an appointed place 
and there resolve themselves into what 
known as a congregation. This congrega- 
tion is en the order of any other conven- 
tion of persons ahd the balloting ts con- 
ducted along the same lines, except that 
the proceedings are not open to the gen- 
eral public. 


The priest receiving the majority of the 
votes cast is then duly declared elected 
father-general of the order. 

It is not necersary that he should. have 
served as an assistant te the father-gen- 
eral. He may not have been a candidate 
at all. The sole requisite is eligibility, and 
every Jesuit who has undergone the com- 
plete study course is available for the 
place. 

The call for this congregation comes 
from the general, and through the various 
provincials is transmitted to the immedt!- 
ate members of the community. All who 
are eligible are expectéd to designate their 
preference in the choosing of delegates. 
Their decision must be personally recorded.

We have n®,managing body 
corresponding with the presbytery and the 
conference of the Presbyterian and Metho- 
dist Episcopal churches. Each of our con- 
Sregations is working alone, some making 
slight progress, others every year losing 
ground. 


The trouble le we meet together once a 
year or so and sing “‘Blest be the tile that 
binds’ when in actual, practical work 
among the Christian churches of St. Louis 
there is no tie that binds. We do not work 
together enough. We have ministers who 
are good workers and able men, but we do 
not join hands with them and give them the 
assistance they need. Anyway the laymen 
of a church are its strongest supporters. 
The pastors come and go, each doing what 
he can while he is here, but the men and 
women wha are members of the church are 
there year after year and [t is their work, 
after all, that determines the measure of 
success which the church may reach. There 
is hardly a Christian church in &. Louts 
which does not number in ite membership 
business men whose practical experience in 
business affairs would relieve their church 
from debt if this practical experience was 
applied to the church's affairs, 


The Christian ministers of 8t. Louls meet 
once a week to discuss theological matters 
and buid up the Christian pulpit of St. 
Louls. Why ehould the laymen of the 
Christian churches of St. Louls not meet 
together and build up the financial affairs 
of the church? 

At the first meeting of the Christian 
Church Circie we heard reports from al! 
the churches of our denomination in &t. 
Touls, We learned the actual! conditions. 
We were told what the membership of 
each church ts, what its revVeniies are and 
what its expenses are. We shall have these 
reports at every mecting. We shall apply 
what the reports show to be the best meth- 
ods in church work, We shall extend a 
helping hand to the weaker churches, heip- 
ing them to build up their membership and 
to keep out of debt.

Interview for the Sunday Post-Dispatch. 
Read and Revised by Prof. Pupin. 
is hardly necessary for me to say that 
Edison is the greatest inventive genius 
this country has ever produced. Every- 
one knows this. 
I do not think the statement would be 


 G@isputed if I even said that Edison is the 


greatest inventive genius that any country 
has ever produced. Undoubtedly he is the 
greatest living inventor. Comparing him to 
scientific men, I might say he resembles 
Faraday more than anyone else. 

It seems to be a fairly well established 
fact that few inventors have been able to 
produce more than one invention of great 
value. With Edison, however, it is other- 
wise. The fecundity of his genius is simply 
marvelous. Hundreds of inventions has he 
made, and among these one can pick out 
mot one but several.of great valye. His 
brain seems never to cease évolving great 
ideas. 

Bidison’s three great inventions are, in my 
opinion, as follows: First, his low-resistance 
G@ynamo for electric lighting; second, the 
phonograph, and, third, the quadruplex, or 
electrical device which made it possible to 


* gend four messages at the same time over 


one telegraph wire. 

Whatever may be said to the contrary, 
there is no doubt that were it not for Edi- 
gon we should have no electric lighting to- 


- day. 


Before Edison invented his low-resistance 
@ynamo electricians used to think that if 
one took an electric current from a ma- 
chine the best plan was to have the ma- 
chine so arranged that it should have one- 
half the resistance of the total circuit. This 
meant an enormous loss ot energy. If that 


. idea had been persisted in, commercial ap- 


plication of electric power would have been 
out of the question. 

It was Edison who first suggested that 
better results would follow from having low 
ternal resistance. The problem in itself 
not a difficult one, but the idea was 
original and !nvoived the overcoming 
strong preconceived notion. It took just 
@® man as Edison to detect the fallacy 
eof a scientific superstition. 

Another thing which Edison demon- 
strated, and which made electric lighting 
possible, was what is known as the par- 
allel arrangement of incandescent lamps.

Another way in which Edison has made 
electric lighting a possibility was his per- 
fection of the fi:ament placed in the vacuum 
of the incandescent ttrbe. He tried innum- 
erable substances with the greatest of pa- 
tience and with enormous expenditure of 
time and money until he at last hit upon 
the right one. 

Broadly stated, therefore, Edison, and 
Edison alone, has created the whole pres- 
ent system of incandescent lighting. No 
matter what may be said of the work of 
others in this line, it is of secondary im- 
portance compared with that of Edison. 

Next to the electric light in importance as 
an invention, I regard Edison's phonograph. 
It is indeed a very great conception. It is 
fine beyond words, It is a grand idea. 


Of course, strictly speaking, the funda- 
mental idea of the phonograph was not 
wholly new. Others had thought of such 
rege wo Someone, about 30 years ago, took 

a plece of cardboard and cut it in such a 
way that when acted on in a certain direc- 
tion it produced a vowel sound. The late 
Prof. Mayer of Hoboken experimented with 
and talked about such devices.

Hodges says his fender is the 
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superb idéa to think of making a body vi- 
brate in exact correspondence to the human 
voice or any other sound, and [t was equal- 
ly great to so adjust a stylus that it would 
microscopically engrave on a wax cylinder 
thé image of this vibfation so that it could 
be reproduced at command. 

Next in order to electric lighting and the 
phonograph comes Edison's quadruplex, the 
nature of which I have already explained. 
The Edison system of sending four mes- 
sages at the same time over the same wire 
has been in use for 2% or &% years—since 1874 
or 1875. 

These three great inventions place BHadi- 
son on the pinacle of inventive fame. One 
aldne would have entitled him to permanent 
recognition. 

The three I have méntioned are the prin- 
cipal output of the Edison brain; but, then, 
it must be remembered there are hundreds 
of other conceptions which are almost on 
a par with these. The reason why men Of 
inventive mind seldom turn out more than 
one great invention is that one conception 
absorbs so much time. They devote a large 
pongion of their lives to perfecting this one 
favorite idea, to the detriment of their oth- 
er mental productions. 

Inventing something is not merely the 
evolution of an idea. It Is working it out in 
its most perfect detail, which is the major 
part of the task. The very fact of its being 
a great idea seems to preclude the evolu- 
tion of anything else on a like scale, and 
usually the one-idea invertor gives his life's 
time up to his great thougnt. 

Edison has produced so much because he 
is a rapid worker. To use a modern phrase, 
he is a “‘Ppusher’’ in the truest sense of the 
word. Once an idea enters his head nothing 
stops not stays him in either demonstrating 
that that idea is a success or proving it to 
be a fallure. His mind is wonderfully prac- 
tical and he wastes no time in getting down 
to business after he has once started on 
the solution of a problem. 

If what Edison is working on proves to be 
a failure he does not hesitate to acknowl- 
edge it at once. Hé is too great a man to 
think of hiding the fact that he has not 
succeeded in any line. 


His candor in these things_is one of Edi- 
son's greatest charms. To illustrate this: 
Not long.ago I spoke to him about a 
fluorescent s¢creon which he had given me 
in 1896. I thought it one of the best screens 
I had ever used in conhection with the 
Xray. Edison said: ‘‘That reminds me of 
one of my curious blunders.’’ He then went 
on to explain to me that in an endeavor to 
make a better screen thah Roentgen, ho 
had tried eighteen hundred different sub- 
stances, finally hitting upon calcium tung- 
state. Roentgen, in his Mray screen, had 
used barium platino. cyanide. Now, in mak- 
ing up the Roentgen screen Edison's as- 
sistant had used a poor material, and hence 
his results were not so good as Roentgen’s. 
He finally reverted to the. Roentgen sub- 
stance, freely acknowledging his error. 

On another occasion Bdison, in speaking 
of a certain invention, acknowledged that 
another man had succeeded in a particular 
direction In which he had utterly failed. It 
takes @& great man to make these open con- 
fessions. 

One Of Edisén's greatest attributes is his 
intuitive faculty. His judgment is unerring 
as a rule. He has the power to arrive by 
seething guesswork at conclusions which Nis 
most skilled mathematicians take long to 
figure out. This ability to judge correctly 
and to arrive at rapid and accurate results 
with élaborate work has been recognized 
as one of Edison's most characteristic en- 
dowments.

O HAS GAINED FAME IN SIMILAR FIELDS. 


Everything Edison does is on a gigantie 
scale, He never seems to take up a propo- 
sition without working it out to ite utmest 
limits. In many of these undertakings he 
seems to have no idea of the value of 
money. 

He loves things and physical peck 
and money to him is only a means of gete 
ting at things and principles. He 
spends it like water until he has accom- 
plished the object of his task, his 
idea to be wrong or right. If right, it can- 
not help becoming a commercial success; if 
wrong, he candidly acknowledges it. He is 
the least selfish man I have ever met. 

The history of the phonograph and sever 
al other ‘of his well-known inventions 
proves this view of Edison's character am- 
ply. Many had said that the phonograph 
was beyond the realms of commercial pos- | 
. llity; Edison experimented and spent his 

ney lavishly until he proved his propo- 
poo mon completely and in a most brilliant 
manner. Then, and not until then, was he 
satisfied. 

Money has no value to the great inventor 
from a purely personal viewpoint. He sele 
dom carries much about his person. He has 
even, in a great hurry, left his laboratory 
and come over to New York on business 
only to find that he did not have sufficient 
money about him to return to his home, 
His friends have often laughed at seeing 
Edison In the predicament of having to bot+ 
row half a dollar to get back home. 

Edison dresses with little regard to the 
conventionalities. His clothes do not strike 
one as being altogether up to date. Though 
his linen ts always clean, his hat and his 
shoes may not be in the best of order. But 
if they are covered with dust it is the dust 
of his own laboratory. 

But do not Imagine from this that the 
inventor has any desire to be conspicuous 
in his make-up. He does not belong to the 
class of posers or long-haired gentry who 
wish to appear Intellectual. He always cone. 
forms to the rules of society when he goes 
visiting; but otherwise he its forgetful aboug 
his personal appearance. If going anywhere 
that requires the wearing of a dress sult 
Edison is not lacking in respect for his 
host. 

I merely wish to convey the idea that he 
is often too busy and too preoccupied to 
worry about trifles connected with personal 
appearance. 

Edison is not a recluse by any means. He 
enjoys good society, and I have never met 
a man who was fonder of hearing or telling 
a story than he fs. He will sit up all night 
listening to good stories. As a story-teller 
himself he is unexcelled. 

In this last respect he greatly reminds me 
of Mr. Clemens—Mark Twain. He has an 
exquisite imagination, a wonderful vocab- 
ulary, a lot of good humor and surprising 
directness; his story-telling ability ranks 
with his inventive faculty. 

Indeed, I have often thought that he and 


Mark Twain greatly resemble each other. If “ 


Clemens were not a writer he might have 
become an inventor as great as Edison, an@ 
vice versa, had Edison not turned his at« 
tention to inventing. I think he would have 
become a writer like and as great as Cleme- 
ens. 

There is a magnetic charm about Edison's 
personality which few are able to resist, 
In his make-up is a vast amount of the hue 
man element. His family is perfectly de- 
voted to him, and the men who work under 
him adore him. 

His simplicity is one of his grandest 
traits. He is like an overgrown schooloy, 
It is this simplicity, I thiax, which makes 
him so well heleVed. 
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AMERICAN SUPREMACY 


IN LOCOMOTIVE BUILDING — 


THREATENED 


VENTS of the past several years have 
F placed the Unitéd States in the en- 
viable position of being the world’s 
chief locomotive maker. While all Europe 
has looked on, American firms have been 
bagging valuable contracts and the Amer- 
ican locomotive has been gradually push- 
ing its way into all quarters of the globe. 

Now this supremacy is threatened by 
France. The distinguished French engineer 
and inventor, M. Dubotsquet, has just per- 
fected a locomotive capable of maintaining 
a speed of a mile a miriute for five hours at 
a stretch. 

French éxperts claim this to be the 
world’s champion fiyer. It is admitted that 
there are Afmfierican locomotives that can 
equal or even better this speed for short 
distances, but it is denied that thoy can 
maintain it. Moreover, this mile a minute 
rate is not simply a speed made on a spe- 
cial trial trip, but it is the regular schedule 
timé made every day of the year between 
Paris, Calais and other points. Further, 
the inventor claims for his engine that it is 
more economical in fuel consumption than 
an American locomotive. 

M. Dubousduet thus outlines his reasons 
for making such é¢xtraordinary claims; 

“T am not unmindful of the fact that In 
claiming our company is now In possession 
of the world’s premier fiyer, that I am 
making a sweeping assertion. The genius 
of American, English and German invent- 
ors has produced many remarkable engines, 
and I would be the last one to belittle 
their performances. I think, however, the 
records of our company will amply verity 
all my contentions. 

“Ten years ago our company began its 
efforts to increase the speed of its trains. 
It must be remembered that we do not 
operate Over great open stretches of farm- 
ing country, such as you have in the Weat, 
but that our itinerary plérces a veritable 


1 network of crowded citiés. Common de- 


fende to human safety precludes any at- 
tempts at great speed while passing 
through these towns. Consequently to 
maintain our mile a minute rate we have 
to average almost two miles a minute in 
the open spaces. 

“Our first step in the reorganization was 
to shorten as far as possible the length 
of the route: then we made a further gain 
of time by cutting out @ great many of 
the stations from the main line and mak- 
ing them a part of an efficient system of

pass. I must further mention the hilly na- 
ture of the country. From Paris to Cae 
lais is a succession of hills, many of them 
quite steep; in passing them the train never 
slows up, but keeps up its high rate of 
speed without interruption. This is made 


possible by a device that stores a certain — 


reserve force for just such contingencies; 
when the train strikes a hill the engineer 
utilizes the additional power and the train 
shoots up the hill without slackening its 
speed for even an instant. 

“My new engine has been in operation 
about three months and has been voted « 
complete and gratifying success. The ofe 
ficial trial trip between Paris and Tergnier 
showed that one of these locomotives could 
haul a train of 300 tons at the rate of @ 
miles an hour; this Included hills and cities,

ILLIAM SCULLY owns a greater 


number of farms than any man in 

the United States. Their aggre- 
gate area is 200,000 acres. They are worth 
’ $10,000,000. They are located in central! [lli- 
noise, western Missouri and Kansas. They 
represent the accumulation of 50 years of 
the life of their owner, whose age is 75. 

He is the richest farmer in the richest 4g- 
ricultural section in the world. 

His wealth is said to be $25,000,009. 

William Scully was born to wealth. He 
came to this country shortly after the close 
of the Mexican war for the express pur- 
pose of investing his money. He chose to 
put it into farming lands. When he ar- 
rived from Ireland he said to himself: 

“As some one man must outstrip his fel- 
lows in each of the works of life, so will I 
excell as a farmer, making it the goal of my 
‘ Hife that I shall become the first farmer in 
the United States.”’ 

At that time he was William Scully, gen- 
tleman, of Ballecohey, Ireland. Now he is 
William Scully, American citizen, owner 
and occupant of the John A. Logan resi- 
Gence at Washington, D. C., and one of the 
country’s numerous multi-millionaires, 

In order to avoid the effects an [Illinois 
law directed at alien ownership, Mr. Scully 
found it necessary to become naturalized 
’ before the year 1903. This may account for 
the fact that he became a citizen a year or 
two ago. 

Little has been known heretofore of the 
personality of William Scully, though his 
name has been known these many years. 
Ever since he came to America he has been 
called either Lord or Viscount Scully, and 
hailed as a member of the Irish nobility, 
although he says that he never gave any- 
body reason to believe that he held a title. 
He is not a lord. Neither is he a viscount. 

When he came to the United States the 
news went ahead of him that he was an 
oppressor of tenants, and it was freely 
predicted that he would introduce in Amer- 
ica the landlord system which has made 
life a burden to so many thousands in Ire- 
land. 

In Illinois, where he made his earliest 
purchases of land, an attempt was made in 
1887 to secure the adoption of a measure 
which would drive Scully out of the State. 

This agitation resulted in the adoption of 
+ the alien land act of Illinois, one of the 
most drastic of state laws. It declared an 
alien incapable of holding lands in Iilli- 
noid,-and made it impossible for the heirs 
of att alien to hold lands in the state more 
than three years. Naturally such a meas- 
_ ure affected many other persons than the 
man it was aimed at. It was declared un- 
constitutional by the United States 5Su- 
preme Court. 

In 1897 the Tilinois Legislature modified 
the ailen land owner law and fixed the 
period of possession at six years. This law 
necessitated Mr. Scully's removal to the 
United States and his naturalization as a 
citizen of this country prior to 19033. He 
does not admit that he came to America 
for that reason, doubtless disliking to ad- 
mit that his citizenship has been com- 
pulsory. The Ilitnots law of 1:97 still stands. 

When the Scully agents went to Bates 
County, Mo., six years ago to purchase 
farm iands there, the people became 
alarmed iest Scully import an undesirahly 
tenantry. The land owners of Bates Coun- 
ty entered into an agreement not to seil 
to the Scully agents, but the compact was 
violated upon every hand, and now Mr. 
Boully has in Bates County 43,000 acres of 
good farms. 

lt was alleged that Scully's tenants in ail 
states, because of the oppressive landlord- 
jem over them, lived in poverty; that rent- 
als upon the Scully lands were exorbitant, 
and that Scully refused to make any im- 
provements upon his lands, compelling, his 
tenants to provide their own houses, barns, 
@ic., or else go without. 

This criticism of Mr. Scully has covered 
@ period of more than 44 years. Not one 
word of defense ever came from him. He 
@id not talk. He did not write. In the 
early days he came to America once a year 
and personally visited his farms, but he 
had little to do with the people of the dif- 
ferent communities, and made no effort to 
cultivate their good will. Criticism seemed 
never to touch the rich Irishman. His pol- 
ley was silence. He went stra’eht ahead 
with his work. 

For several years there 
or nothing said of “Lord” Scully. It was 
feported at one time that he had died at 
the family home in London, but this report 
proved untrue, the reported death having 
been that of one of the great landlords 
eons. Recently it became known that the 
_Beully family had moved to the United 

States, living aiiernateiy at Washington 
and New \orx 
nounced that Mr. Scully had taken the 
John A. logan house at the national cap- 
al and was living there with his family 

in an ostentatious manner, retaining 17

of them own farms in addition to those they 
lease from Mr. Scully. They have not 
been imported. They are Americans. 

There are 676,000 acres of land in Bates 
County. The Scully acres are almost a 
thirteenth part of the whole. They form al- 
most two townships. They embrace more 
than 67 square miles. 

The Scully agents are very particular 
about who leases their Missouri lands. The 
farmer who applies for one of them must 
be a practical farmer. His stock must look 
well fed. His machinery must show good 
care. He must have a good reputation, be 
temperate and industrious and pay his 
debts. He must not quarrel with his neigh- 
bors. He must not have petty lawsuits. 
The farmers of the old tale who exhausted 
their lands in Htigation over a bull calf 
were not lessees of Scully lands. 

The merchants of Butler. Mo., say the 
Scully farmers are the best patrons they 
have. F, H. Crowell, the resident repre- 
sentative of Mr. Scully, says he has quite 
a number of tenants who sold their farms 
to Mr vo and have leased 
them ever since. Some of these are worth 
considerable money. All the Scully tenants 
are worth something. They cannot renew 
their annual leases unless they have been 
successful with their farms. 

A. L. MeBride of the Farmers’ Bank at 
Butler; I. N. Mains of the Deacon Bros, 
Hardware Co. at Butler; W. D. Gates of 
the Walton Trust Co., and other prominent 
men of Butler teetify as to the high type of 
farmers leasing the Scully farms. 

They say there was considerable feeling 
against Scully when his agents first ap- 
peared in Bates County six years ago; that 
it was understood that he was a tyrannical 
landlord, who not only imported undes .rabie 
tenants, but oppressed them, reducing them 
to the most abject poverty. 

Because of these reports a public meeting 
was called and an agreement made among 
the land owners of Bates County that they 
would not sell to Scully. But the compact 
was speedily broken, and within a few 
weeks the Scully agents purchased for cash 
in Bates County more than 380,000 acres of 
good farm land, paying from $27. to $35 an 
acre. Leases were offered all of the men 
who sold. Many of these accepted. The 
rents were fixed at from $1.25 to $2 an acre, 
payable in cash in September and Decem- 
ber, the lessees to make their own improve- 
ments and Scully to pay the taxes. 

Contrary to expectations in Bates County 
there were no importations: of foreigners 
for tenants. The Scully agent was a prac- 
tical farmer, and he obtained good farmers 
for tenants. 

Three years ago Mr. Scully increased his 
holdings in Bates County to 43,000 acres, all 
purchased for cash at from $27 to $3 an 
acre. None of this land is in any wise in- 
cumbered. William Scully has _ visited 
Bates County several! times. He has in- 
spected his farms and carried away sam- 
ples of their soil in little paper sacks, lead- 
ing his tenants there to belleve he must 
have at his home samples of every piece of 
the land he owns. 

His visits to Butler have always been oc- 
casions of keenest interest to the com- 
munity. Lord Scully, they call him. While 
few persons have been introduced to him. 
there are fewer still who have not seen him 
—a tall, slim old man of dignified bearing, 
dressed in black and wearing a skull cap 
and a black shoulder cape.

: T seems rather an odd idea to fasten 
metal tags to marine fishes, and then 
let them loose in the ocean with the 

idea of identifying them as individuals in 
case they happen to be caught at a future 
time, but this is what the United States 

,fish commission is doing just now with 

cod, 1500 of which have been duly tagged 

and released this year. No two tags are 
alike, the markings on them being stamped 
Mm a series of letters and numbers, record 
of which is kept in a book in such a man- 

_ ner that, if a tagged codfish turns up, a 

moment's reference to the memoranda will 

_, furnish the history of that particular speci- 

men, with date of liberation, weight and 

so forth. For example, a cod wearing a 

tag with the raised inscription ‘“‘S 100’ has 

@ complete identification card, so that she 

cannot be mixed up with any other fish 
entered in the commission's ledger. 

Only “brood fish’’—that is, spawning fe- 
males—are tagged. They are bought from 
Oshermen, stripped of their eggs at Wood's 
Holl, Mass., and liberated in the waters 
of Vineyard Sound, after having the tags 
attached to them. The tag is a smail 
plece of copper, securely fastened by a 
wire passed through a fin near its junc- 

tion with the body. It does not matter

How this idea of April Fool's Day had 
its beginning is not known. One authority 
puts the founding of All Fool's Day upen 

the incident in the life of Christ, which i@ 
supposed to have happened in April, bee 
‘fore his trial and crucifixion, when he was 
sent from Pilate to Herod and back again . 
from Herod to Pilate, with no other design 
than to give useless trouble. ; 

A more plausible suggestion is to the @f- 
fect that the 25th of March being the Re« 
man's New Year's Day and the opening 
of the Festum Kalendgrum, April 1 was 
its octave and termination of the celebra- 
tions,. when fool-making was employed as 
the highest attempt at wit and “smart. 
ness."’ 

The Hindoos have in their Feast of Hull, 
which terminates with the 3ist of March, 
a similar festival, during which the greag 
aim ts to send persons with messages to in- 
dividuals sure to be away from home and te 
enjoy a laugh at their disappointment. 

Doubtless this is the oldest known form 
of April Fool's Day observances,

Rabelais, being out of monéy, once 
tricked the police tnto taking him from 
Marseilles to Paris on a charge of treason, 
He made up some packages of brickdust 
and labeled them “Poison for the royal 
family.”

liar order, but are chiefly modified forms 
of surface types. 

The most striking characteristic found 
in many deep-sea fishes is in relation tv 
the tremendous pressure under which chey 
live. Their osseous and muscular systems 
are as compared with the same parte of 
surface fishes, very feebly developed. The 
bones have a fibrous, fissured and cavern- 
ous texture; they are light, with scarcely 
any calcageous matter. so that the point 
of a needle will readily penetrate them 
without breaking. The bones, especially the 
vertebrae, appear to be very loosely con- 
nected with one another, and it requires the 
most careful handling to avoid the breaking 
of the connection ligaments. 


How far these characteristics are brought 
about by the absence of the normal pres 
sure under which these fishes exist, it Is 
impossible to say just yet, although the 
fish commission is in hopes of securing ac- 
curate data from the dredging now being 
conducted in ocean depths. ° 


It ia known that some of the deep-sea 
fishes are most rapacious creatures, which 
must be able to execute rapid and power- 
ful fmovements to catch and overpower 
their prey, and for that object their. mus- 
cular system, thin as its layers are, must 
be as firm, and the chain of the segments 
of the vertebral column as firmly linked 
together as in d#urface fishies. It is evi- 
dent, therefore, that the change which the 
bodies of these fishes have undergone on 
the withdrawal from the pressure under 
which they live is a much exaggerated form 
of the affection experienced by presons 
reaching great altitudes in their ascent of 
& mountain or in a balloon. In every living 
being’ there are accumulations of free 
gases, and moreover, the blood and other 

which penetrate every part of the 
gases in solution. Under 
pressure these gascs ex- 


ened, ruptured, and what is a vi<orous fish 
at a depth of 500 fathoms or more, appears 
at the surface as a looseiy jointed boly, 
which, if the skin is not of sufficient tough-

STATUE with the most beautiful 
A head that sculptors have ever seen 

was brought up a few days ago from 
the depths of the sea near the Island of 
Cerigo, and is now enshrined tn the office of 
the mintster of public wwstruction at Ath- 
ens, where it is dally attracting crowds of 
visitors. 

The statue Is of bronze, and represents 
lHiermes in the act of speaking. Though ad- 
mirable in all its parts, it is the head of 
the majestic figure which attracts most at- 
tention. It is the unan!mous opinion that no 
sculptured head of similar beauty has ever 
before been. seen. Moreover, competent 
critics clafm that this Hermes is in all re- 
spects a greater work of art than the fa- 
mous Hermes of Praxiteles. 

Lying near this statue, at the bottom of 
the sea, were several! other pleces of sculp- 
ture, all of which have now been removed 
to Athens, and the question ts asked: How 
did these treasures of Greek art get there? 
The general opinion is that they were taken 
from Greece by ‘the Roman Dictator Sulla, 
and put on board a vessel, which was bound 
for Italy, and that the vessel was wrecked 
near the coast of Cerigo.

The predict‘on is based upon ‘ne recent 
decision of the United States Circuit Court 
at Boston, in which Judge Brown held tha: 
the Berliner patcnt controlled by the Amer- 
ican Bell Telerhone Co. was void and or- 
dered it stricken from the records. 

The Berliner patent has been for vears 
the source of strength of the monopoly en- 
joved by the Bell company. It has been 
the bugbear of independent companies and 
the threat that it would be enforced hes 
usually been sufficient to drive proposed in- 
vestors In rival telephone concerns from the 
field. 

The scope of the Berliner 
never defined, bnt it wes generally 
posed to cover al! known practieal methods 
of transmitt'ng the humen voices. Ms spec- 
ifieations called for a battery as the trans- 
mitter, but these were supposed to be suf- 
ficientiy broad to include Edison's carbon 
scheme of traremitting owen after the right 
to letters patent to the latter had expired 
in the United States through the limita- 
tions of the Frnetish law. 

Under this interpretation it was the 
means of procuring to the Bell company 
nlmost the exclusive telephone bysiness of 
the United States, even after the basic pat- 
ent of Alexender Graham Bell, which the 
Tnited States Sunreme Court declared cov- 
ered all methods of transmitting the hu- 
man voice, expired in 1854. 

The only practical methods of transmit- 
ting by telephone are by battery and car- 
bon, and the latter is pronounced by elec- 
tricians to be a part of the former, though 
in iteelf complete and giving better satis- 
faction than the former. That was why 
the Berliner patent was the bone and sinéw 
of the Bell company. 

Judge Brown's decision frees the prac- 
tical transmitting method of the caveat, 
and any person or company Is at liberty to 
use it in the construction of telephones and 
telephone systems. “Beware of the Ber- 
liner patent” is no longer a ery w'th which 
to frighten investors from rival companies, 
and competition is the source through 
which the electrical experts expect the re- 
dtiction in the price of service. 

In Furope, where competition is untram- 
meled, telephone rates are from 35 to @ per 
éenit cheapér than in this country, and the 
service is said by those who huve invesit- 
gated it to be of superior quality. In the 
elty of Stockholm, Sweden, there are 20,00 
teleptiones with 250,000 population. These 
telephones are rented at a maximum price 
of 8% a year, and the company operating 
them pays a large dividend on tts capil 

HWiéctricians. say telephones could be sup- 
plied profitably at that rate In St. Louis. 
The profit on each telephone would be 
greatly reduced, of course, but it is argued 
cat the greater number of them that

great increase in the aggregate profits. 
There would be no reason why the service 
should not be good, because, under Judge 
Brown's decision, it ts possible to duplicate 
the Bell system of transmitting without tn- 
fringing on any of its 1500 minor patents. 

Emile Berliner. a clerk in a Washington 
dry goods store. applied for a patent on 
“an improvement upon the _ telegraph.” 
June 4. 1877. In his sworn statement were 
these words: 

‘‘These simple instruments wiil reproduce 
any musical sounds uttered in the neigh- 
borhood ot one 6f them: but, for the re- 
production of special sounds, such as 
speech, they are not adapted.”’ 

The Philadelphia Press published July 9. 
1877, a full description of Edison's carbon 
transmitter. KEd'son had examined Bell'» 
telephone invention and had concluded that 
it would never be a serviceable instrument 
until it should have some better means of 
transmitting the voice than magnetal in- 
fluences. He beran a ecries of experiments 
in hie laboratory at Orange, N. J., with a 
view to finding a method of transmitting 
that would be practicable and would not 
depend upon external Influences for its vir- 
He finelly hit upon carbon and found 
in it the mcans that was needed. He con- 
structed a device from it that made the 
telephone a noarly perfect instrument. 

Tt was this device which the Philadelphia 
Press’ deseribed in its article of July 9, 
i877. Berliner read the article, and on Aug. 
8 1877. he struck out of his application the 
sworn statement that his device would not 
transmit the human voice, and, on Sept. 
8 I877. he substituted new drawings .on- 
taining a perfect reproduction of Edison's 
device, described tn the Philadelphia Press. 

if Berliner thought that &d‘son had not 
filed an application for a patent on his tn- 
vention he was deceived, for the appiica- 
tion had been made April 27, 1877. 

Alexander Graham Bell, seeing the good 
in the Berliner device, purchased it, and, 
with the ald of his father-In-iaw, started 
several telephone systems in New Jersey 
and Pennsy)vania. The Western Unton 
Teleazraph Co. bought the Edison patent 
and started rival companies, The Edison 
method of transmi{tting sound by a carbon 
apparatus Was so much superior to the bat- 
tery device in which Berliner attempted to 
utilize the Edison idea that the service of 
the Bell company was not comparable to 
that of the Western Union. Seeing that it 
would be driven from the ficld unless a 
compromise should be effected, Bell ogreed 
to pay the Western Union a royalty on {ts 
business if it would surrender ihe Edison 
patent to it. This was done, and thus Bell 
acquired both patents. 

As is customary in cases where two men 
apply fer a patent to substantially the 
same device, Edison and Berliner ‘vere 
summoned to show which was entitico) to 
priority in the invention. But the Bell 
‘company, not caring to have the question 
settled, obtained continuanves cn the hear- 
ing. Finally, the Edison patent expired in 
this country by Hmitation. Edison had pro- 
cured a patent on his invention in Eng- 
land as soon as he had applied fur it here. 
When a patent expires in a fors‘gn coun- 
try, under our regulations, it also explres 
in the United States. 

Then. the issue of the Berliner invention 
was allowed to go to trial by the Re’! com- 
pany and the patent was awarded. 

The scope of the patent wus not defined, 
however, and it left the telephone situation 
uncertain. The Bell company boldly an- 
nounced that the Berliner invention also 
included the Edison invention and that the 
latter could not be used without infringing 
upon the former. 

This cry, even after the Bell base patents 
no steed in 1864, was suffictent to prevent the 
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organization of competipg companies util 
the Bell company had enjoyed two years of 
undisturbed monopoly, Capliaiists were 
afraid of it and, although many dAbdlfe putent 
lawyers declared that Berliner had nerer 
been entitied to a patent and that the 
court: weuld strike [t from the records up- 
on the first hearing, moneyed men uid not 
interest themselves in competing telephone 
companies until four years ag». A few bold 
spirits organized independent companies in 
the East and later western .nen entered 
the field, Only a few big indepondent sys- 
tems were put In operation, but the tele- 
phone suddenly came into creat 1emaad in 
the rural district. Particularly wes this 
true of Illinois, Missouri and Pens#Vivania. 
the country districfs of which are net- 
worked with telephone wires. Even ihe 
farmers have them in the’r houses. 

After a few of these companies nad cr- 
ganized, the Bell Company began proced- 
ings against them under the Dertinde jat- 
ent. It was no longer pore for it to 
avoid the issue on that dey'se, as l* was 
mad» the sole basis of the suit. 


In commenting upon Judge Brown's de, 
cision in that case, the Western Electrician 
of Chicago says in its Mafch xnnmber: 

“The decision of Judge Brown in thé Der- 
liner transmitier case gives a sweeping vjc- 
tory to the infependents. The judge's lan- 
guage is very emphatic: 

‘*The patent discloses nothing natentab!o 
as an art, method or mode of operation,’ 
he says. "The attempt te expand Berliner's 
unsuccessful experiments and caveats into 
an invention and next into a broad claim 
for art, method, principle or process, ex- 
hibits a remarkable degree of ingenuity, 
but is not convincing. The independenrcs 
owe nothing to Berliner.’ 

"The court shows that at the date of the 
application in 1877 Berliner had not made 
the invention covered in the patent in 18/1. 
In addition, basic features claimed for tne 
Berliner patent are shown to nave been 
anticipated by early patents of Rell and 
Edison. We do not rememter cver to have 
seo a decision in a patent case in which 
the claim for an alleged invention was «9 
completely demolished. The Jecision will 
give a great impetus to st Coomrareee busl- 
nese *’ 

The profits of the Bell compan, since {ts 
org: nigation have been second oniy to the 
earnings of the Standard Oll Co. For the 
first five years after the telephone was put- 
ented the promoters had difficulty tn in- 
ducing the public to take hold of it. There 
was indifference to it—a feeling that it was 
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a fad and couid_not be made permanently 
usefu'. In less than 20 years, however, it 
has become a part of the sve'al und eon- 
mertia! life of the United States. it is im- 
possible to carry on large business enter- 
prises without its aid, and today everybody 
who can afford it has one both in his place 
of bus'ness and in his home, 

The sult in which Judge Brown rendered 
his opinion will probauly mark the end of 
great litigation over the toélephen>?, which 
has caused more lawsuits than any other 
invention, but which sults, unlike other 
proceedings at law, have been nitensely ia- 
teresting. The decision books of the United 
States courts for the last “20 years teen 
with romantic stories of inventors, their 
efiorts to construct a practival télepiuone 
and the later efforts of all to establish 
their claims to priority of invention. 

Thé credit-for the invention of the tele- 
phene will never be Indisputauly fixed. 
Five judges of the Supreme Court of the 
tn'tted States said that Alexander Graham 
Bell, distinguished scientist and tnventor, 
was its designer. Three of their honored 
associates deciarcd with equal emphasiv 
thet Daniel Drawbaugh, a humble me- 
chanic of Eber!y Mills, Pa., first conceived 
the idea of and constructe) the telephone. 
Both claimants are dead, Bell's last days 
being passed in great affluence, resulting 
from his royalties, while Drawbruch died 
almost in penury, probably of a broken 
heart. 

The litigation of the telephone cases in 
which the identity of the Jnventor. was at 
issue was one of the greatest Iegal battles 
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in the history of the Amerteaa courts. 
George F. Edmunds, David L. Hill and 
Iveon M. Dtckingon were three of the attor- 
neys engaged in it. It began in IS8! and 
was decided by the Bupreme osurt in 0+- 
tober, 157. One volume of the court re- 
ports is taken up with the report ef .tnls 
case 

The issue was squarely made beryoen 
the claims of Bell and’ DrawWbauah. [he 
Siatement of the case by che attorneys 
shows the claims of the respective mdes to 
have been as follows: 

For Bell—He had begun to experiment 
with the view to improving the relegraph 
in 1874, but, after his experiments had 
made considerable progress, the ided of tho 
telephone suggested itself. He finally made 
a set of tnstruments that wouid transmit 
musical sounds a considerable distance. al- 
though M would not transmit the voice. He 
applied for a patent on this Invantlon. de- 
ncm.jinating it an improvement on the tele- 
graph. He continued his experinrents and 
finaliv Built an instrument that would 
trensmit the human. voice, though ‘tt ree- 
biv. This was in 1875 and he was granted 
a patent on it in the early prt of I876. 
lats instrument was exhibited at the Cen- 
tennial Exposit’on in Philadelphia in that 
vear and caused great wonder, but at that 
time the inventor, as well as th» public, 
thought it was only a »retty toy and would 
n): emount to anything until it could be 
made ‘‘to speak aloud,’ s6 it could be 
heard In all parts of a room. Daniel 
Drawbaugh was a visitor at the expost- 
tion and: saw Bell's, invention. 
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Bell’s first drawing of a telephone and his comment,

ice unti] it could “spenk aloud,”’ holding 
that no business man would wish to ap- 
pear *o #lily as to stand at a box and listen 
to imaginary sounds. After his visit to 
l’hiiadelphia and his inspection of Beil'’s in- 
vention he commented to his neighbors 
about the Bell instrument, eaying it was 
very imperfect. He also spoke of having 
told some of Bell's friends of his own '!n- 
vention and described wherein itt excelicd 
the instrument shown at Philade!iphia. 

Drawhbaugh never made any effort to pat- 
ent his invention and the attorneys for Bell 
made good use of this fact, arguing that 
it would have been impossihbie that a man 
of Drawbaugh’s intelligence should have 
learned that Bell was about to take credit 
for the invention of a telephone upon spec- 
ifieations of an inferior instrument with- 
out making some protest and exhibiting in 
his behalf the alleged perfected instrument. 
Bell was also a scientist and Inventor cf 
distinction, while Drawbaugh was an un- 
educated man, and this polnt was viger- 
ously made. Don M. Dickins.n, who rep- 
resented the Drawbaugh ipterests, an- 
swered this in the foflowing language: 

“It is said by the complainants § that 
Drawbaugh was not a learned man, and, 
among the arguments to support their the- 
ery of inherent incredibility, they say that, 
in- the nature of things, no one but a sc!- 
entist from the curriculum of the schools 
could have invented the telephone: that it 
was beyond his mental grasp, and it 1s eaid 
to sustain this proposition that h‘'s mven- 
tions were Of barrel machinery, jig saws, 
nail ptate feeders, measurirg faucets and 
sundry clectrical appliances, or. as sug- 
gestei by counsel, ‘mere mechanical con- 
tviv:.nces and improvement;’ and the fect 
of hts 'usying himself with other inven- 
Lone tf mechanical contriviipees is further 
used in support of the theory of Inherent 
incredibility as showing that he could not 
have conceived or had his mind upon so 
great a discovery a sthat of ihe tranximia- 
sion of articulate speeci.
